LAND FIGHTING. 


In the meantime the battles on the 
continent continue with ever-increas- 
ing intensity. The offensive which 
the allies took early in the week has 
brought about renewed activity all 
along the line and attacks and coun- 
ter-attacks have become much more 
numerous. Both the S8British and 
French seemingly made considersie 
progress at the outset of the offensive 
operations and this made it imperative 
for the Germans to deliver counter-at- 
tacks to regain the ground which they 
had lost. In carrying these out, the 
Germans have shown the same des- 
perate spirit which has characterized 
their previous operations under simi- 
lar circumstances. 

From the eastern front there fs no 
news except tonight's official dispatch 
from Petrograd, which says the Ger- 
mans have suffered at UOssowetz and 
been compelled to fall back toward 
the frontier. 

Should this prove to be correct, the 
German plans would be entirely up- 
set, as defeat at this point would en- 
danger the whole of their line nortn- 
ward along the Prussian {fron- 
ag the rest of Poland and in the 
Carpathians, where severe fighting Is 
still in progress, there is no change 
in the relative positions of the oppos- 
ing armies, while in Bukowina a bat- 
tle is being fought along the Pruth 
River.

PELL-MELL RETREAT 
PROGRESS.

BERLIN (via London) Feb. 20.— 
Explaining the situation in the east, 
Maj. Moraht, military expert of the 
Tagebiatt, pointg out that reports 
from the general headquarters show 
the pursuit of the Russians is pro- 
ceeding in three directions.

We must, like 
Gen. Lee, abandon for the time our 
bold warfare and restrain ourselves 
to a steady holding on.” 


GERMANS CAPTURE 
FRENCH HOSPITAL.

PETROGRAD, Feb. 20 (via Lon- 
don.)-——Reports from Vilna, near the 
East Prussian frontier, received by the 
French hospital at Petrograd, tell of 
the capture by Germans of the 
French hospital corps.

FOR OUR TRADE. 


BUT MERCANTS ARE WARNED 
RECIPROCITY WILL BE 
APPRECIATED. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIFE.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—Manuel A. 
Molina, Consul-General of the Argen- 


tine republic in New York, in an of- 
ficial statement, makes a plea for 
more extensive trade relations between 
the United States and the Argentine. 
He goes into detail regarding the 
sound condition of Argentine finance. 

After calling attention to Argentine 
imports from the United Stat 
Consul-General says that while “the 
United States is interested in captur- 
ing our markets by selling its prod- 
ucts to us, although the opportunity is 
there, it does not reciprocate in pur- 
chasing our goods in a similar degree, 
which would naturally have a great 
influence upon the minds of our peo- 
ple, and consequently their interest 
would be aroused toward American 
Products as a matter of reciprocity.” 

In conclusion the statement says: 
“As far as the financial situation of 
the country is concerned, it should be 
Stated that it is of a most solid char- 
acter. The principal sources of pro- 
duction are intact and their develop- 
ment continues to be a progressive 
one. The commercial figures for 1913 
show an excess of exports over im- 
Ports, orein other words, a balance of 
trade in favor of the Argentine re- 
public of $63,000,000. The Argentine 
foreign trade has reached a total of 
nearly $100,000,000 gold.” 


SAW MINE GUARDS KILLED. 


Three Men Testify in Trial of Un-

Says She was Dismissed Day 
After Her Wedding.

PORTLAND (Or.) Feb. 20.—‘It 
has been the experience and observa- 
tion of the board that the best serv- 
ices are rendered by unmarried wom- 
en not burdened by home duties and 
obligations.”

would be impossitie to see it, even 
in a superficial way, in less than @ 
full month. You can imagine how 
much we have seen in one day. Yet 
one comes away on a pair of feet 
that feel as big as pillows and as 
sore as a boil, but with a number of 
keen impressions. 
JAPAN’S CONTRIBUTION. 

The feature of the exposition that 
stands uppermost in my mind is the 
wonderful contribution of Japan. 
Everywhere in the exposition one 
comes upon new and beautiful ex- 
hibits, with the Japanese crow tracks 
in the corner. It is not the Japanese 
art curio exhibit of other expositions. 
This fair shows Japan as a great 
modern nation with schools and uni- 
versities, hospitals and modern tndus- 
tries. There are raised relief maps 
of Japan's famous summer resorts; 
wax figures of the Japanese hospital 
service. There. are beautifully-exe- 
cuted works of art by the Japanese 
public school children. The whole 
thing seems to say to the world, 
“Look here; we are not a nation of 
vase makers; we are a great, modern 
nation of mighty works.” 

In only one exhibit does the wily 
Jap refer to the subject of war. There 
is just one showcase filled with a 
group of wax figures and implements 
of war; but the subtle hint was there, 
for the field piece about which the 
wax figures were grouped was 
most modern and scientific to be seen 
in any of the war exhibits, a gun with 
split trail and shrapnel in wicker 
baskets. And another Jap figure was 
using a wonderful field telephone and 
‘another Jap soldier sat down before 
a meal of concentrated campaign 
food that represents the highest mili- 
tary Intelligence. “We don't like to 
mention the subject,” the Japs seemed ‘ 

OTHER EXHIBITS. 

Our own government has some nev- 
er-to-be-forgotten exhibits at this 
fair, but owing to the spasm of econ- 
omy that Congress got at the time this 
exposition was planned, there is no 
government, building. The govern- 
ment exhibits are scattered through 
the buildings in the most extraor- 
dinary and unexpected places. 

In the Liberal Arts Building there 
is an exhibit by West Point over 
which anyone could spend half a day. 
It represents the twin quarters of 
two cadets with all their equipment, 
their text-books and their uniforms 
laid out just as at the Point. Next to 
this is a tent from the summer camp 
at West Point 

In this same building the govern- 
ment has a corking exhibit of the 
work of the commissions of sanitation 
and health. 

As I remember, the government’s 
exhibit of the merchant marine is al- 
so in this building. This consists of 
models of some of the most famous of 
the old sailing cutters, 

The government's great war show is 
in the Machinery Building. This is 
simply-a whale. No one should visit 
the fair without leaving open at ‘least 
a day for this exhibit. It traces the 
army, in all its uniforms and arms 
and equipment, from the days or the 
Puritan fathers down to the modern 
repeating rifles and dreadnaughts. 

One bully feature of this is a thing 
shaped like a gun turret. Looking 
through the windows of it, you see 
sailing on a painted ocean all the war 
vessels that have carried the’ United 
States flag. Literally, every vessel 
that has carried our flag. from the old 
frigates of the Revolution down te 
the Monitor «°° the Civil War, the first 
ironclads of the type of the old Chi- 
cago, and thence Jown to the most 
modern submarines. 

The exhibits are in charge of en- 
listed men of the army and navy, 


whose courtesy, tact and intelligence | 


makes one proud of the services. 

One very diplomatic sergeant was 
in charge of an exhibit showing a 
harbor mined for war. An old lady 
peered at the. Infernal machines 
anchored out in the water. . 

“My,” she said, “could—would a 
ship get blowe4 up if they touched 
one of them things, mister?” 

“No, madam, said the sergeant. 
“When the ship toudhed one of those 
mines it would spring a signal on a 
thing like a telephone switchboard 
and we touch a button and blow up 
the ship. 

“My,” said the old tlady, quite 
startled, “could you blow up one of 
those big English battleships with 
one of them 

The sergeant bowed. “Yes, madam.”

One 
exhibit, however, shows Ford cars be- 
ing assembled. ey take up a bunch 
of bolts and tron at one end and pass 
them along like pigs in a packing- 
house until the cars roll out a finished 
product at the.other end. 

The most spectacular location in the 
whole exposition was reserved for the 
Southern California Building—a great 
mission building in which the exhibits 
seem to me to be somewhat more like 
a chamber of commerce collection of 
fruit jars than they ought to be. It 
is interesting and satisfying, but the 
southern counties are not likely to 
earrv away any diamond medals for 
startling originality. The building 
stands right on the water front look- 
ing out across the Golden Gate to the 
guns of the forts.

WORK GF SOCIALISTS. 
Organization Said to be Active in 
Relieving the Distress Existing in 
Brussels. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS | 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—The organiza- 
tion of the Socialist party in Brussels 
is doing splendid work in alleviating 
distress, according to a report from 
the American Commission for Relief. 
It has two bakeries, employing 185 
men, with a possible weekly output 
of 220 tons of bread. At present they 
are baking and distributing about half 
that amount. Their bakeries are not 
allowed to sell for money, but for ev- 
evry ounce of flour they receive from 
the Commission for Relief they turn 
in a coupon signed by the head of a 
Belgian family saying he has received 
the bread.

United States has Too Much 
Veneration for the Rich in Speech 
Made at Chicago. 


{SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—A plea that 
all the forces which are striving for 
the betterment of the human race 
join in an attack on low wages and 
“the resultant indecent standard of 
living,” was voiced here today by 
Frank P. Walsh, chairman of the Fed- 
eral Industrial Relations Commission 


before a noon meeting of the City 
Club of Chicago. 

“I hold,” Mr. Walsh, “that 
every organization we have for good 
should strike a blow at the main of- 
fender; low wages and the resultant 
indecent standard of living for a 
thinking and a toiling race.” 

Declaring that at present we have 
a “veneration for wealth in this coun- 
try that has made concrete wealth 
supra legal,” Mr. Walsh said: 

“We have a perfect right to with- 
hold the protection of organized soci- 
ety from one man who is doing many 
of us hurt. Great fortunes are as 
active a menace in themselves as they 
are to the possessors. They lead to 
greater and greater travesties on jus- 
tice and a more insane vision of pow- 
er. They are gone gold mad with 
lust of conquest. The owners of such 
fortunes must have indubitably, at 
some time or the other, crossed the 
line of true economics, ethics and 
inal law."

VERDICT OF TWO PROFESSORS 
AT COLUMBIA. 


One of Them, a Japanese, Believes 
“Democracy, Internationalism and 
the Spirit of Brotherhood will 
Arise Out of the Ashes of the 
Sacked Towns” in Europe. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.| 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—Race hatred 
is giving wey to the spirit of brother- 
hood, and democracy is gaining over 
aristocracy, in the opinion of Prof. 
William M. Sloane of Columbia Uni- 
versity, and of Dr. Toyokichi lyenaga, 
formerly of the University of Chicago, 
who were the principal speakers to- 
day in a discussion on this topic by 
college professors at the Republican 
Club. 

The advancement of the spirit of 
tolerance in New York City has been 
almost incredible, said Prof. Sloane. 
The same advancement has been 1o- 
ticeable during the last few years on 
the Pacific Coast, he declared. where 
now the races from the Far East 
not only are being understood, but are 
gradually coming to understand them- 
selves. 

The present situation in Europe, the 
speaker asserted, is due not to rulers 
or merchants, but to bureaucrats, 
“who have to keep their jobs by fan- 
ning the fire of race prejudice.” The 
aristocrat in this country, he added, 
is the political boss. 

Speaking of the European war from 
a Japanese standpoint, Dr. Iyenaga 
prophesied that “democracy, interna- 
tionalism and the spirit of brother- 
hood will arise out of the ashes of 
sacked towns and heaps of bones.”’ 

Inequality among races, Dr. Iyena- 
ga said, ‘is indisputable, but injustice 
comes when the color of the skin ts 
made the criterion of equality. The 


best cure for race prejudice, ue 
thought, is knowledge and associa- 
tion. 


“We Japanese beg for no grace, but 
will stand on our own merit,” he ad4- 
ed. “I find the Americans the most 
fair-minded and just people on :he 
face of the globe.”

JUST JUNK HEAP. 


COST THE STATE TWO HUNDRED 
THOUSAND A QUARTER 
CENTURY AGO. 


The big Administration building of 
the Whittier State School will be 


wrecked and disposed of as so much). 
junk. After a quarter of a century 
of ornament and more or less use, the 
building has been condemned by en-'! 
gineers, and not one can be found to) 
recommend its further use. Settled | 
foundations, cracked walis, wavy. 
floors and rattling chambers show the | 
building is unsafe. For nearly two! 
years now it has not been used, but it, 
was not condemned for wrecking until | 
every effort had been made to devise ' 
some plan for rendering it safe. Qur-— 
ing that time its condition has become 
steadily worse. 
The great building, over 200 feet. 
long and nearly half as wide in its’ 
wings, was erected in 15890 at a cost 
of nearly $200,000. At one time it 
housed nearly 400 of the State's wards | 
and many of the officers of the in- 
stitution. 

Its dangervuus condition was called | 
to the attention of the State Engineer | 
two years ago, after the collapse of | 
the great brick smokestack of the) 


shop, in which accident one boy was | 
so severely injured that he died.

It ig understood the State Board of |

wrecked, and a group of buildings 
will be erected in its place. 
It is asked in connection with the | 
condemnation: “Why is the building’! 
in its present condition after only | 
twenty-five years of use?” Various | 
reasons are suggested by the engi-. 
neers. Shallow footings, scarce more | 
than two feet below the basement. 
floor, and sufficient to support safely | 
not more than two stories instead of | 
a five-story structure, are shown by 
excavation through the concrete 
floors. Seepage from the fish pond 
just above the building is suggested 
as a reason for settling walls. Fur- 
ther, the site of the bullding was for- 
merly a wash from the Turnbull Can- 
yon Arroyo, and as such the ground 
has been undergoing a quiet settling 
for years. 

The north end of the building is the 
chapel, and, strange to say, that part 
of the structure has remained sound.

URGES TAKING 
OF BIG TRADE. 


American of Bolivia Tells of 
Fine Chances. 


Manufacture in Latin Lands 
His Solution. 


j 


Thinks Only Low-duty Goods 
Should be Imported. 


American manufacturers are ad- 
vised in a letter written by Chester 
E. White, civil engineer and wealthy 
American land owner of Yacuiba,; Bo- 
livia, to seize the present opportunity 
to gain commercial supremacy in 
South American countries. This can 
best be accomplished, says Mr. 
White in a letter to his brother, Rich- 
ardson D,. White, supervising princi- 
pal of the Glendale grammar schools, 
when the American producers realize 
they must manufacture cerfain ar- 
ticles within South American coun- 
tries, and must obtain lon® time cred- 
its in other lines of industry. 

The letter, which goes into details 
of trade conditions in Latin America. 
was written in response to inquiries 
regarding opportunities in that vast 
field. Mr. White has been active in 
affairs in Bolivia and other South 
American countries for eight vears. 
He recently completed construction 
of army barracks for the Bolivian 
government and a wireless etation for 
the Marcon! system. He is theroughly 
acquainted with the language and cus- 
toms of the South Americans. Re- 
cently he sold part of his land hold- 
ings in Bolivia, ineluding several 
hundred thousand actes. He now in- 
tends to seize the opportunity for 
manufacture there, 

Mr. White in his letter pays tribute 
to the thoroughness with which the 
German commercial houses conduct- 
ed campaigns for commerce, and to 
the determined fight for trade put up 
by the British. Following is a resume 
of Mr. White's discussion of trade 
conditions: 

WE'RE UNDERSOLD. 

I notice that the business men of 
the United States are very much in- 
terested in getting this South Ameri- 
can trade. I think I can throw some 
light on the subject. Speaking of 
manufactured goods, outside of agri- 
cultural implemente, axes, machetes, 
shoes, firearms, sewing machines, 
typewriters, photographic stuff and 
canned goods, we are practically out 
of it. In the lines mentioned, we 
haven't near 50 per cent. of the trade. 
The English and Germans underse!l! 
us by a large margin, the English on 
a good tine of stuff and the Germans 
on strictly inferior goods. 

The Germans have made such big 
strides in the last ten years that they 
have gotten practically all the trade 
from us. and a large share of the 
British trade. I belleve England was 
rather glad to be forced into the war 
in hopes of annihilating the Germans 
and thus put a quietus to their com- 
mercial supremacy. 

The National City 
York has established 
Buenos Aires and Rio Janeiro, and 
Chicago and Boston banks on . the 
West Coast. This is a step in the 
right direction and should give im- 
petus and facilities to American trad« 
here, The idea, however. of making a 
sudden conquest of this trade and ac- 
complish in the few months of the 
European war what the hustling Ger- 
mans took ten years to do, ta ridicu- 
lous. We shall have to fight the Brit- 
ish foot by foot, and they are good 
fighters. 

THE RIGHT METHOD. 

What we should do is start a per- 
manent and real campaign by put- 
ting thoroughly competent men in the 
field, men who know the language 
and people and also their particular 
line. The Germans have done this. 

In addition to being able to sell a 
very inferior and cheaply-manufac- 
tured article, the German banks en- 
able the commercial houses to extend

long credits which, while it has re- 
sulted in some losses. has «greatly 
helped extend the sale. of jerman 


gogds. But even the Germans over- 
looked the real opportunity, which is 
to manufacture the. goods in South 
America itself. This, of course. refers 
only to articles that pay a high im- 
port duty. Such articles as only pay 
a nominal duty, or none at all, such 
as agricultural machinery, wire. etc., 


should be manufactured at home. 
Such articles as pay from 20 to 50 
per cent. duty should be manufac- 
tured in the three or four larger 
covntries here. 

The reasons are obvious: In the 


larger countries mentioned I think it 
safe to say that the average import 
duty is 25 per cent., while in the 
smaller it is 30 per cent. 

The drawback to manufacturing In 
these countries is that coal costs from 
two to three times our prices. The 
native laborers, mechanics and office 
men are not nearly so efficient as ours 
and, while they are not nearly so well 
paid, it would be necessary to have 
at least one American in each category 
to work with and oversee the natives. 
Such Americans would have to be 
paid higher wages than in our coun- 
try. The native as book-keeper and 
accountant is strictly unreliable. 

Rut the advantages of manufactur- 


ing here overshadow these draw- 
backs so greatly as to make it self- 
evident. For instance, I should judge 


the sea freight on manufactured ar- 
ticles would almost balance the low- 
er -freight- paving coal. The lower 
wages paid native labor would prob- 
abty counterbalance the higher ones 
paid American employees formerly 
mentioned. Thus the import duty 
would be about a clear gain over and 
above the United States profit, and say 
it only reaches 15 per cent. saving, it 
would represent handsome dividends. 
This would practically kill English 
pnd German competition because it | 
suits them only to manufacture at 
home, because of the-very low price 
of labor in those countries. 

WOULD MEAN SUPREMACY, 
For our people to start manufac- 
turing branches in the larger of these 
countries would immediately insure 
the American commercial conquest of 
South America. 1 go so far as to 


of oil February 1 totaled 58,723,669 


and working on antiquated Latin 
country lines. 

All goods that pay high duties, such 
as candy and biscuita, should be pro- 
duced here. The quality of the arti- 
cles as sold in South America is con- 
siderably inferior to the most ordi- 
nary kinds in the United States. Such 
candy as one would consider himself 
swindled if he paid 26 cents for in 
St. Louis sells for $1.50 gold in Bue- 
nos Aires and higher in the interior 
countries and smaller republics. An 
Englishman here, who gets 40 cents 
per kilo tin for a biscuit that would 
make Americans’ hair stand on end 
in diegust, sells his product through- 
out the Argentine and has made a 
large fortune. In the larger cities, 
such as Buenos Aires, 1;500,000 popu- 
lation; Rosario, 300,000; Tucuman and 
Cordoba, 100,000 each, they are sold 
in cartons and farther north and in 
Bolivia in tins. In spite of this there 
is a large trade in English and Ger- 
man biscuits at much higher prices 
to a class of trade demanding the 
better article. Recently I sought some 
poor attempts at ginger snaps, Ger- 
man make, and the price in Yacuiba 


was $1.20 per pound tin. 
Wheat is abundant and cheap in 
Argentine, and Chile and Brasil Te- 


cently started growing sugar. 


SHIPMENTS UP; 
_ PRODUCTION OFF. 
APPROACH NORMAL 


SITUATION IN OIL INDUS- 
TRY IS INDICATED. 


Cause for optimism may be found 
In the statistics of oll production and 
shipments for January, owing to the 
evidences of the approach to a more 
normal basis in the industry. Produc- 


tion for the month aggregated 7,698.,- 
316 barrels, a daily average falling 
off of over 4000 barrels from Decem- 
ber, while shipments aggregated 
7,233,766 barreis, a daily average in- 
crease of about 36,000 barrels, com- 
pared with the previous month, ac- 
cording to figures prepared by the sta- 
tistical bureau of the Independent 
Oll Producers’ Agency and issued yes- 
terday in this city. 

That quite a substantial decline in 
production has been brought about 
by the collapse of gushers and the 
curtailitg of the output of individual 
properties, owing to the depression 
last year, is indicated by a comparison 
of the January daily average with the 
daily average for the whole of last 
year. The former is only 248,333 
barrels; the latter, 281,841. Ship- 
ments, although they too have de- 
clined, do not reveal quite so marked 
a falling off as production. 

The principal declines in produc- 
tion during January occurred in the 
Midway-Sunset, Coalinga, Kern River 
and Lompoc-Santa Maria districts. 
Thé outputs of Whittier-Fullerton and 
McKittrick were both up. Whittler- 
Fullerton’s production was within 
1000 barrels daily average of that of 
Coalinga, which has held second place 
for a number of years. 

The larger amount of oil shut in 
during January had a great deal to do 
with the decline in production. The 
daily average was 26,000 barrels, 
compared with 22,600 in December, 
and 18,590 for last year. The poten- 
tial surplus in the State last month 
was figured at 40,986 barrels. Stoc!:s

DEATH COMES TO PIONEER WHO 
 gAW CITY GROW. 


Starting with Blacksmith Shop on 

Accumulates Fortune in Real Es- 

tate, Never Losing Faith in the 

Future of Los Angeles. 3 


Louis Roeder, who once had a 
blacksmith shop where the Nadeau 
Hotel now stands, and who was here 
when Los Angeles was a pueblo, died 
at the residence of his daughter, Mrs. 
John T. Joughin, No, .2338 West 
Twenty-second street, yesterday. He 
was 80 years old. He had valuaole 
realty holdings in the downtown iis- 


the Nadeau Hotel site. 

Mr. Roeder was considered the old- 
est member of the Turnverein, and es 
such was the guest of honor at many 
meetings of that order held to cele- 
brate his continued health in his ad- 
vancing age. 

When there were but five white 
people in Los Angeles, Mr. Roeder 
came here from San Francisco. Born 
in Germany in 1835, he emigrated to 
New York City when he was 15 years 
old, remaining there six years. 

He heard wonderful stories of Gold- 
en California, and although not in- 
terested in the gold rush, he came 
here to begin a business career. The 
trip was made by steamer to Panama, 
crossing the isthmus by pack train 
and coming to California by a coast- 
wise steamer. When in San Fras- 


talked with some men who had inves- 
tigated the southern part of the State 
in their restless search for gold, and 
hearing of the climate and the fer- 
tility of the land, he decided to come 
here and investigate conditions. 

He believed the country had a fu- 
ture and established himself. There 
was a demand for wagon-making and 
blacksmithing, a trade in which Mr. 
Roeder was trained, and he opened a 
shop. It was*on the outskirts of the 
village then, the site being at what 
is now First and Spring streets, where 
the Nadeau Hotel is. The shop ex- 
tended into the adjoining lot, which 
Mr. Roeder continued to own up to 
the hour of his death. He bought it 
for practically nothing, and realized 
a great profit when he sold the hotel 
site. | 

By industry and shrewdness he ac- 
cumulated land holdings, having faith 
in the future of the city, and with 
many others he reaped great profits 
from his investments. 

He was active in civic affairs, and 
interested in all movements to further 
the interests of the city. He was a 
member of the I.0.0.F., being the old- 
est member of that organization here. 

He leaves a widow and three daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Charles Dodge, Mrs. Frank 
Johanson and Mrs. John T. Joughin,

LIMA CROP THIS YEAR. 


Southern California Growers Estimate that Enormous 
Success of 1914 will be Eclipsed—The Producers Wax 
Prosperous as Land Values Increase in Industry of 
Which this State Holds World Monopoly. ~ 


ITH lima beans bringing the 

highest price on record, Califor- 

nia’s lima bean industry now 
achieves the distinction of averaging 
one of the highest values in acreage 
of any crop in the State. There is 
reported to be a total of 100,000 
acres devoted to lima beans and the 
land is valued at approximately $70,- 
000,000, which is an average of $700 
per acre. 

This estimate has just been arrived 
at‘ through estimates of growers. 
There are many growers so emphatic 
in their valuation of the available 
bean land as to state there is not a 
single bean ranch for sale at any 


price. 

Lima bean land is generally quoted 
at $500 to $90u an acre, and will, it is 
said, return the owner at least 10 per 
cent. net income on this valuation. 

The year 1914 saw the largest pro- 
duction of lima beans ever reached 
in California, which amounted to 
1,500,000 bags of eighty poands each, 
and worth over $6,000,000 to the grow- 
ers. In addition to the unprecedented 
yield growers received 5% to 6 cents 
per pound for their product in the 
field. which is in excess of previous 
years, 

The high price of lima beans and 
lima bean land is the resuit of Cali- 
fornia being the almost exclusive 
producer of limas in the world. T 
State ix at present producing over 90 


per cent. of the world’s “e The 


| 


only other producer is the French 


colony of Madagascar, which has a 
very limited acreage. All of Califor- 
nia's lima bean land is situated in 
Southern California in the five coun- 
ties of Ventura, Santa Barbara, Los 
Angeles, Orange and San Diego. The 
extent of their production is in the 
order named. Ventura county is the 
center of the industry having the 
largest acreage and the highest aver- 
age yield to the acre. Oxnard, fre- 
quently known as the “Biggest Little 
City in America,” is the headquarters 
of the lima bean growers, and through 
this marketing association, located in 
an insignificant one-story building, the 
immense sales of beans are negotiated 
over the entire United States, repre- 
senting millions of dollars in the ag- 
gregate. 

CROPS BRING PROSPERITY. 

A visit to Oxnard reveals the mil- 
lionaire lima bean growers in one of 
the most prosperous farming commu- 
nities In the world. <1] the growers 
own expensive automobiles; and their 
country homes are equipped with the 
most tuxurious conveniences enjoyed 
by tne city ricn. Many of the grow- 
ers in the Ventura ‘tion are direct- 
ors in sarge count banks and stock- 
holders in other big financial con- 
cerns of California. The daughters 
and sons are neariy always furnished 
with university educations, and a 
number or the bean men have re- 
centuy indulged tneir tamilies in a 
tour of the world.

Has “the day” at last arrived, the 
day that German naval officers are said to 
have been toasting for the last twenty years, 
the day when the proud boast that “Britan- 
nia rules the waves” can never be repeated 
in any part of that far-flung empire? To 
nations obsessed with the idea that suprem- 
acy depends on destructive power the strug- 
Ble between Great Britain and Germany 
may seem of determinative importance. 

But we in America may be excused for 
asking, is “der tag” a toast worth the liquor 
it is drunk in, and has Great Britain really 
ever ruled the waves? For ‘whether Ger- 
many succeeds in torpedoing her rival into 
submission or whether Britain is able to 
shell the enemies’ ships off the face of the 
waters, how will a single solitary individual 
in any portion of the globe be personally 
benefited by the diabolical performance? 
“Ah, that I cannot tell,” said he, “But ‘twas 
a famous victory.” 

Fifty years from now will the descendants 
of either victor or vanquished have any 
reason for blessing the memory of their fath- 


ers who aided in replacing Christianity on 


the high seas with savage barbarism and 
loading them with debts and penalties to 
settle ancient grudges which they them- 
selves have never felt and which by the 
smallest display of reason on either side 
could have been amicably settled? 

Sea power! Sea supremacy! How the 
gods must laugh at the paradoxical attempts 
of little mortals to rule the waves of the 
ocean by littering its depths with mangled 
steel and salted human bones! The day! 
What a triumph to celebrate! What a con- 
vincing evidence of human fitness! 
nia doesn’t rule the waves; Germany can 
never rule the waves. The ocean triumphs 
with every ship that is sunk. “Der tag” is 
an empty toast drunk in blood and tears. 

But human intelligence can rule and is 
ruling the waves, ruling them not in the in- 
terest of Germany and Britain, but for the 
good of all humanity. 

When Marconi perfected his wonderful 
wireless system of signaling through the 
ether, and when that invention was used to 
save hundreds of lives on the doomed Ti- 
tanic, then indeed a victory was won over 
the cruelty of the iceberg. When the first 
submarine cable was laid, then man indeed 
triumphed over the vast expanses of divid- 
ing seas. When the first lifeboat was 
launched the storm fiend sensed defeat. 

Should airships be perfected capable of 
carrying friends in Europe to friends in 
America and food from America to the hun- 
gry in Europe, the gods will smile at the im- 
potency of colossal Atlantic billows. The 
waves will be ruled, their subjection is well 
on the way. They will finally be conquered, 
not by the armed might of powerful navies, 
but by the brains of individuals. The cru- 
elty of nature can never be offset by the cru- 
elty of man. 

Yes, “der tag.” it will come, but it will 
be a peaceful day in whose coming those 
nations will be most highly blest and hon- 
ored who have worked and striven hardest 
to hasten its golden dawn. And our Amer- 
ica, our big, strong, peaceful America, shall 
not we, her children, be the foremost to re- 
joice in the noble part she played for the 
advent of,that day? Shall we not thank the 
Giver of all good that our lot was cast dur- 
ing the world’s most fearful period of storm 
and stress with a people dominant enough 
to command respect and resolutely adher- 
ing to the only true doctrine; right before 
might and the human race as a whole before 
the ambitions of any one section of it. 


INDUSTRIES. 

The European war, embracing as it 
does nearly all the great nations of Europe, 
will so turn the currents of trade as to revo- 
lutionize many manufacturing industries. 
Take, for instance, the single article of dye- 
stuffs, which before the war was almost 
monopolized by the German chemists. The 
capital invested in German dyes and associ- 
ated products was about $60,000,000, and 
their exports of these products in 1912 
amounted to the large sum of $53,000,000— 
nearly $1 in value for every man, woman 
and child in the empire. 

In this great branch of industry, not only 
was the scientific mind of the German chem- 
ist and operative predominant in the labora- 
tory and in the works, but trained and skill- 
ful minds came into the successful handling 
of the product for commercial purposes. 
The result was the practical monopoly of 
the production of basfe color stuffs for the 
rest of mankind. How British interests are 
affected by the loss of German coloring ma- ' 
terial may be judged from an article in a 
scientific journal! to the effect that 1,500,000 
operatives are engaged in various branches 
of their textile trades which have an annual 
value of $1,000,000,000, 

Before the war from 80 to 85 per cent. of 
the dyestuffs used in these trades were im- 
ported from Germany, and this supply is 
now entirely cut off. Unless steps are 
promptly taken to increase the British out- 
put “a catastrophe,” it is said, “will quickly 
overtake the great textile and associated in- 


dustries.” 

It is a singular fact that the production 
of these valuable and many-colored dyestuffs 
is not due to the use of a large number of 
raw materials. They are principally derived 
from nine or ten products of coa] tar. But 
these, by expert and skillful chemical treat- 
ment, are “transformed into 250 to 300 dif- 
ferent intermediate products which, in their 
turn, yield some 1200 chemically distinct 
dyestuffs.” 

Another authority on German dyestuffs 
states that expert chemists are at the head 
of all the great establishments in that coun- 
try. One of the largest of the color works 
was founded by two chemists, and the works 
are still controlled by men of science. They 
cover a ground area, Including workmen's 
dwellings, of nearly 500 acres. The daily 
consumption of coal is 750 tons, and the an- 
nual output of goods is something like 400,- 
000 tons. Other works almost as gigantic 
are controlled by directorates composed 
mainly of chemists, an evidence that the sci- 
entific mind is capable of grasping commer- 
cial problems. 

“People began to wear mauve-colored gar- 


ments.” says an English writer who has been 


studying this commercial crisis, “not be- 


cause the producers of cloth had asked for 
that color, but because Sir Willlam Perkin 
while trying in his laboratory to synthesize 
quinine, accidentally’ produced a compound 
with a mauve color.” He then said to cloth 
manulacturers: “You must fiud a market |

for this beautiful color,” and they did so, 
greatly to their commercial advantage. 

So thoroughly do English manufacturers 
realize the handicap under which they are 
laboring in consequence of their past de- 
pendence on the German source of color 
supplies, that the matter has been a subject 
of grave debate in Parliament, and it is now 
proposed to organize a $15,000,000 corpdra- 
tion with partial government aid, and invite 
the best scientific skill that can be obtained 
from the chemists and physicists of the uni- 
versities to employ their talents and train- 


| ing to meet the present urgent demand for 


marketable dyestuffs. 

But why should not some of our skilled 
and expert Americans take a hand in com- 
peting for some of these tempting prizes? 
There are chemists in some of our large oil 
refineries, earning $10,000 salaries, who are 
engaged in producing valuable by-products, 
and it is presumable that some of them, if 
they were to concentrate their attention 
upon the problem, could produce colors as 
exquisite and beautiful as those turned out 
by any of the European manufacturers. 


AVORABLE BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 
The national administration seems to 
have .grown weary of promoting Meddle- 
some Mike legislation. It is several weeks 
since a bill was introduced to prevent peo- 
ple from doing things that they want to do, 
and to punish them for disobedience of 
some fool regulation. The watchwords of 
“accusation, investigation, prosecution” are 
ho longer set to marching music by gov- 
ernment detectives; the hearings in gov-

The industrial losses in this country in 
the year 1914 were great. The decrease in 
1914 from 1913, according to statistics com- 
piled by the commercial agencies, was in 
coal output 20 per cent., pig iron produc- 
tion, 35; locomotives, 45; general manufac- 
turing, 25: railroad-track construction, 54; 
passenger and freight cars, 50; building 
trade, 30; immigration, 66; foreign credit 
balance, $450,000,000. The commercial fail- 
ures on a basis of total Habilities were 
double In 1914 what they were in 1913. The 
greater part of these reductions occurred 
in the latter part of 1914 and were the re- 
sult, either directly or indirectly, of the 
European war. 

Manufacturers of useful commodities are 
optimistic in their views for 1915. The 
country had an immense exportable wheat 
surplus last year for which it found a Ku- 
ropean market at war prices. This surplus 
is about exhausted, just as Germany and 
England seem to have united in an effort 
to starve, not merely each other's armies, 
but each other’s civilian population. 

Our farmers have been encouraged by 
the high prices obtained for grain to in- 
crease their winter wheat acreage 13 per 
cent. and other crops in proportion. The Eu- 
ropean countries will not be able to plant 
their usual crops and, either by treaty ar- 
rangements or by convoyed ships, they will 
send their vessels to our ports. for food- 
stuffs so that, notwithstanding the loss in 
cotton, the aggregate yield of last year to 
the farmers of ovr country of nearly $10,- 
060,000,000 is likely to be increased, with 
more freight for railroads and an increase 
| in business in general.

These géntlemen will 
in turn appoint a joblot of deputies sug- 
gested by Johnson and fix their salaries at 
Johnsonian rates. There are to be two 
offices, One at San Francisco and one at Los 
Angeles. The commissioners will not per- 
sonally peddle potatoes and séll eggs on 
commission, but they will see to it that hon- 
est farmers shal! not put the smallest straw- 
berries in the bottom of the box, or the big- 
gest rock in the middle of the hay bale, and 
that all eggs shall be properly rubber- 
stamped with the date when they were laid, 
that fs to say, when they are taken to mar- 
ket.

Many in- 
telligent soldiers have responded to appeais 
made personally and many others have re- 
duced their drink consumption by a consid- 
erable percentage, owing to the increasing 
difficulties of supply and the severe punish- 
ment administered to those who abuse their 
freedom. After this war there will be many 
thousands of Englishmen return to private 
life quite accustomed to a non-alcobolic diet 
who before August of last year would not 
have considered themselves fed for the day 
without their liberal portion of liquor. The 
net result will be to the good in this direc- 
tion at least. Unintelligent consumption of 
alcohol is decreasing throughout the world 
and this war will do much to permanestly 
further the cause of temperance among 
several hundred million people.

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) Feb. 17.—Inter- 
State trouble may, be impending be- 
twixt Arizona and California, owing 
to the action of the land owners in 
the Blythe country, who, in order 
to save their own acres, have con- 
Structed jetties to throw the main 
channel of the Colorado to the ecast- 
ward. Even now, several months be- 
fore the period of high water can be 
expected, the banks on the Arizona 
side in the valley south of Ehrenburg 
are being eaten away, and several 
equare miles of arable land in the 
Cibola country are threatened. The 
attention of the State Land Commis- 
sion has been called to the matter, 
and Atty.-Gen. Jones has been re- 
quested to take such steps as are 
mecessary to prohibit further tam- 
pering on the California side with the 
current of the river. 
STATH'S BIRTHDAY. 
On Sunday the State of Arizona 
was just three years old. The fol- 
lowing day legally was celebrated Ad- 
mission Day, a State hiloday. In 
Phoenix observance mainly was in 
‘the way of a formal welcome to hew- 
comers, 300 of whom were loaded into 
mutomobiles and taken out to the 
State Capitol, there to be formally 
greeted by the Governor and other 
State officials, Mayor Young and 
Chairman Fennemore of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. There was also a 


greeting poem by Andrew Downing, 
the poet laureate of Arizona. The 
principal response was by Col. W. A. 
Carter, late of Missouri. 

NEW. MOTOR INVENTION. 

Especially keen interest is taken in 
Phoenix in a supplemental motor de- 
vice to be attached to the bicycle, 
owing to the fact that the first prac- 
tical biclcle motor was developed in. 
this city twenty-five years ago by J. 
BD. Copeland, a flour-mill engineer. 
Copeland succeeded in constructing a 
powerful little steam engine, which 
he attached to the long diagonal 
frame of the old-fashioned high- 
wheel bicycle. He went Fast and 
demonstrated the value of his inven- 
tion, but thereafter was diverted to 
another field by discovery of the fact 
‘that his compact engine was even 
better suited to the propulsion of small 
water-craft. 

Two attempts have been made to 
take back to Chicago E. 8. Osborne, 
a Parker mining man, charged with 
embezzlement, larceny and with the 
crime of obtaining money under false 
pretenses. Practically a trial of the 
case was heard before Gov. Hunt, 
who was convinced by Osborne’s story 
that the accusations against him were 
groundless. 

The only Federal prisoner in the 
penitentiary at Florence, Dave Elils- 
worth, is to be transferred to Santa 
Fe, N. M., as the State Board of Con- 
trol has decided he is an especially 
vicious character, with bad influence 
upon the other prisoners. Sentenced 
in 1903 to a fifteen-year term for 
counterfeiting, he was paroled in 
1911, but a year later was returned. 
It is told that he already had served 
at Walla Walla, Washington. 

BUSINESS MEN ORGANIZE. 


The tendency of the times in Ari- 
fwona is toward the organization of 
business men and taxpayers, giving 
protection to themselves against the 
consequences of ill-advised legislation 
end bad credits. One of the latest 
organizations of this character is the 
Business Men's Association of Ari- 
zona, headed by P. T. Slayback, as- 
sistant cashier of the Valley Bank of 
Phoenix.

BRITAIN’S COLONIAL TROOPS. 


Hier Many Dependencies Are Prov- 
ing a Tower of Strength in the 
Present War. 

{Leslie’s:] Briefly this is what the 
colonies have done to date: <Austra- 
lia and New Zealand have placed their 
navies at the disposal of the imperal 
government and have raised and iis- 
patched strong expeditions of treops. 
Canada has already sent 31,000 men 
and is raising a second contingent. 
The Minister of War is quoted as say- 
ing that the Dominion will send a total 
ef 150.000 men if they are needed, 
Parliament has voted $50,000,000‘ for 
war expenses. The Island of Jamaica, 
in the West Indies, has contributed 
$250.000. South Africa has released 
all regular British troops on duty 
there, and has undertaken to perform 
their work during the war. Newfound- 
land has doubled its contingent in the 
Roval Naval Reserve and has sent a 
body of these men to the front. India 
has given such demonstrations of loy- 
alty that the British regulars have 
been transferred to the European 
conflict and the native princes have 
offered more than 70,000 of their own 
troops.

the most optimistic farmer in Amer- 
ica. One of them declared in an in- 
terview that the satisigstion of being 
a lima bean grower consisted in the 
fact that the product apparently can- 
not fluctuate in value because of Cali- 
fornia holding the place of the 
leading producer itn the world. With 
no competition and the supply far in- 
ferior to the demand, the grower has 
& guarantee of marketing hie product 
year in and year out at satisfactory 
prices. Another element which con- 
tributes to nis prosperity is the fect 
that climatic conditions are so favor- 
able in California that there is no ap- 
preciable falling off from season to 
season in the yield. 
LITTLE LAND AVAWLABLE. 

Asked whether there is any possi- 
bility of increasing the acreage plant- 
ed to lima beans experts are of the 
opinion that practicaily al! of the 
available bean iand has been taken 
up. One of the conditions essential 
to the growth of this plent is fre- 
quent fog, thus limiting the land to 
the coast region. investigation has 
demonstrated that the temperature 
north of Santa Barbara will not per- 
mit of planting beyond that’ point. 
It is authoritatively stated that there 
are not ten acres perfectly adapted to 
limas lying between San Diego and 
Santa Barbara that has not been 
planted to that crop. 

Although there is little opportunity 
for extending the lima-bean acreage 
growers believe the limit of produc- 
tion has by no means been reached. 
Irrigation in some districts has more 
than doubled the yield. Other fields 
are expected to produce much more 
heavily as nitrogen is inerpduced into 
the soil. These factors, ,it is pre- 
dicted, will have a tremendous in- 
flUence on this year's crop. 

Certain lands at the beaches near 
Los Angeles are now raising lima 
beans. This section cannot long be 
utilized for this purpose as the land 
is fast becoming more valuable for 
residential purposes. At Sawtelle 
there is g lima bean cannery, the only 
concern of its kind in the West, 
where a large quantity of the beans 
are canned green. The managers of 
the factory state that there is a prom- 
ising future for the cannifig. of the 
lima and a ready sale for the article. 
Radical changes which have re- 
cently occurred in freight rates are 
in a measure contributing to the 
greater prosperity of the lima hean 
growers. As the market for the prod- 
uct is confined largely to the south- 
ern and eastern sections of the United 
States. the long haul has been 4 con- 
siderable expense to the shippers. Ite- 
cently the steamship lines plying be- 
tween the Pacific Coast and New York 
fixed a special rate of 30 cents per 
hundred on lima beans as against 85 
eents by rail. This resulted in over 
20 per cent. of the crop being moved 
by water. 

Vigorous preparations are being 
made for a still larger crop of lima 
beans this year. It is conservatively 
estimated that the yield will reach 
2,000,000 bags, which at present prices 
would make the production worth 
$8,000,000 to Southern California 
growers. The soil is now being culti- 
vated and the planting will begin ‘in 
April to continue until May. Tht 
harvest starts in September and lasts 


through November.

an investment. 

And these inventories have been 
exhaustive. Since July 1, 1914. the 
Pacific Telephohe and Telegraph 
Company has had a corps of 130 
trained appraisers at work. 
started at bedrock and went up; the 
screws with which your telephone 
is attached to the wall are as much 
a part of the inventories as plants, 
buildings and lines, which in the case 
of one company, according to figures 
of the State Railroad Commission of 
December 31, 1913, represent an in- 
vestment of $8,351.530.53. 

Not only this, but there is reason to 
believe that the inventories now being 
completed of the four telephone com- 
panies is an even more Herculean task 
than were the several which were 
made of the Los Angeles Railway. 
with ite some $20,000,900 of assets. In 
the first place, the telephone compa- 
nies heve more smal! parts that had 
to be weighed and considered as mon- 
etary assets than has the railway coim- 
pany. Another thing, it 
probable that the four telephone com- 
panies have rather more invested here 
than has the “yellow car” line. 

CITY COMMENDS. 

Apropos of the little feud between 
the city and the telephone companies 
over rates, it ic of interest that the 
Board of Public Utilities in its report 
saves: “The telephone patrons of Los 
Angeles are reciving their service for 
less than other cities pay.” An esti- 
mate of the amount saved for the 
fiscal vears 1914-15. compared with 
other cities, even under the additions 
to the ordinances rates, is $720,000, 
according to the board's report. 

Perhaps more interesting is the 
board’s report that Los Angeles leads 
all cities of the world in telephone 
development, the number of stations 
here having more than doubled in ten 
years. Previous to 1912, Los Angeles 
and Stockholm, Sweden, were fighting 
nip and tuck for supremacy, but in 
1913 this city forgeé@ so far ahead, ac- 
cording to the report, as to complete:y 
outdistance its rival. 

At the present time this city, ac- 
cording to the board's figures, as 
twenty-four telephones for every 100 


of population. San Francisco “as 
twenty-three; Seattle, sixteen: Oak- 
land, seventeen; Sacramento nin-- 
teen, and Tacoma. foufteen, 


dentally, Philadetphia has nine tele- 
phones per 100 of population and Chi- 
cago ten. 

How much this telephone develon- 
ment has been due to the fact that a 
business house here must, perforce, 
maintain two “phones ts another mat- 
ter.

NEW PROPELLER THEORY. 


Local Inventor Makes 

Which He Believes Will 

Flying Capacity. 

R. Jacuzzi, No. 16565 East 
third street, an Italian inventor and 
rexperimenter in aéronautics, says -he 
has solved the propeller theory ana 
other problems relating to flying.

DEPORT GOLDBERG, 
SAYS THE ORDER. 


“MIGHER-UP” UNDER HARPER 
XOW SEEMS A “DOWN-AND- 

OUTER.” 


An order has been received at the 
local office of the immigration u- 
reau, deporting Joe Goldberg, alias 
Joe Durand, a native of France, with 
the next batch of undesirable aliens 
leaving Los Angeles. Following ‘his 
was a telegram suspending the order 
for ten davs, until Goldberg could pro- 
a@nee additional evidence. sustaining 
his contention that he is an Ameri- 
can citizen, naturalized through his 
father, many vears ago. If, at the end 
of ten days the evidence produced by 
Goldberg is not sufficient, he will be 
taken into custody and sent to New 
York m™ the care of a Federal official, 
and put a a vessel bound ‘or 
Havre. It is believed the stay is but 
temporary. 

Goldberg. or Durand, as he is bet- 
ter known in Los Angeles, was one of 
the “higher-ups” during the  late- 
lamented Harper administration, and 
with Nick Oswald managed to occupy 
a lot of space in the newspapers in 
one guise and another. For some time 
he has been connected with a cigur 
establishment on South Los Angeles 


atreet. 

Following his arrest more than a 
year ago, there was a mighty effort 
te save him from deportation, and the 
list of wifnesses heard by Joseph Nar- 
dint of the immigration office. in be- 
balf of Goldberg, resembled a rot call 
of the elect who ran things under 
Mayor Harper. They included police- 
men, politicians, public officials and 
pusiness men of various kinds and de- 
grees, but the evidence adduced was 
not sufficient, in the opinion of the 
Department of Labor, to offset that 
wrought out in favor of the claim of 
the government that Goldberg was an 
undesirable alien, in that he profited 
financially from the earnings of a 
woman known as Jennie Nantet, alias 
Marie Royer. 

When the report of Inspector Nar- 
dint was sent to Washington. pressure 
was exerted there in an official way, 
to stave off the deportation proceed- 
ings, and the case was further inves- 
tigated, with the result that the order 
of deportation was issved. It was 
one of the curious features of the in- 
quiry that Goldberg was able to com- 
mand such strong friends in his be- 
helf.. it is also worthy of mention 
that some of the strongest evidence

mer feliow-laborer in the political un- 
derwortd of Los Angeles, Nick Os- 
weld, wno is now operating in Mexico.

“It exceeds all limits of admissibil- 
ity that the highest bishop of a country 
conquered and administered by us, 
according to war law, can speak in 
churches in such a manner about us. 
T will keep to moderation, but ‘Herr 
Mercier’ deserves that measures 
should be taken against him, the more 
so as he has already once spoken im- 
properly about Germany and _ the 
German . military authorities. His 
attitude In London in September last 
shows that Cardinal Mercier is not a 
suitable person to be in Belgium in 
the present state of things. And now 
that pastoral letter! Is there no cen- 
sor in Belgium?’ 

CONSOLATION. 

The consolation and the stimulus 
which the burning words of their 
Cardinal carried into the desolated 
homes of the Belgians must have been 
very great, says the New York Evening 
Post. In this letter “we hear, as it 
were, the majestic voice of the church 
itself, a thousand years the same; the 
kings and empires have come and 
gone.”

AIDS RUMANIA. 


ONE OF FEW COUNTRIES THAT 
CAN INCREASE NATIONAL 
DEBT.

LONDON, Feb. 1.—Rumania, which 
| has just been granted a loan of $25,- 
000,000 by the Bank of England, is 
probably the most eligible borrower 


in Europe, according to London 
financial experts. 

The country has made such enor- 
mous strides since 1899. when it 
adopted the cold standard, that there 
is no state tin Europe that can now 
show such a thriving condition as re- 
gards national finances, they assert. 
For the last five vears there hag been 
each year a substantial surplus, rang- 
ing from $8,000,000 in 1910 to $22,- 
000.000 in 1912. 

The government of Rumania owns 
a large amount of “productive as- 
sets,” including railways, government 


raticns. The revenue from the public 
services alone, not including state 
monopoles, more than sufficient 
to meet the iMterest and sinking fund 
charges on the national debt of $360,- 
006,000. 
The size of the annual surplus 
makes it evident that Rumania—alone 
among European countries—can in- 
crease its national debt to a substan- 
tial extent without impcesing any ad- 
ditional burden on the taxpayer.

Glorious Future After War is 


1. Educator’s Prediction. 


Declares Vast Career 
Open up for Science. 


‘Fear of Low Birth Rate is 
Thought Ill-founded.

PARIS. Feb. 1.—‘France and the 
French after the War,” is the subject 
of much speculation by philosophers, 
etientists and doctors. Emile Bou- 
‘troux, the French philosopher, thinks 
France will come out of the trial bet- 
ter and greater in spite of all of the 
destruction of life and property. 

“Bo many human lives taken, so 
many masterpieces of the past re- 
duced to powder, so much artistic and 
material wealth annihilated, stupifies 
ee and leaves our souls in incurable 
pain,” he says. “All these sacrifices, 
hheeréver, may in certain ways con- 
tribute directly to the betterment of 
life in our country. 

“Our cities and the country con- 
tain a\creat many unhealthy habita- 
tiens,”” he declares, “that we were un- 
able to decide ourselves to demolish. 
We hesitated before the difficulties and 
before the expense. War has put us 
face to face with the accomplished 
fact. Unhealthy and incommodious 
have disappeared and will be 
replaced by constructions conforming 
to hygienic laws and to the needs of 
modern life. Many defective condi- 
tions of our existence will thus be im- 

ed by the reconstruction that will 
imposed upon us. 

“Death awakens life. After 1870 
France pulled herself together and 
pushed out vigorously in every direc- 
tien. What shall be its power of de- 
velopment after this terrible trial, 
above all if the issue is favorable to

“Measures that are most contrary to 
the indifference of yesterday are today 
accepted without objection, such as 
the prohibition of the traffic in ab- 
sinthe. Civilization has been loaded 
down with a thousand fictitious needs 
foreign and harmful to nature; a 
feat many of them are so many 
chains wpon nature and as many 
causes of fragility and weakness. Now, 
all at once. lacking all these super- 
fiuities, we feel no sense of privation. 
We are conscious, on the contrary, of 
re-entering upon full possession of our 
strength and of being better able to 
dispose of it for the accomplishment 
of tseful work. 

“War,” he says, “not only liberates 
ws from selfish passions but teaches 
positive virtues; the value of decision, 
intrepidity, sacrifices of life to honor 
and to the fatherland; it requires of 
us patience, and this people who were 
thought incapable of supporting in 
silence long and painful trials, this 
people of whom its enemies said that 
‘they would come to their aid by in- 
surrection’ remained calm and reso- 
lute. The French, it was 
said. were not apt to act collectively. 
Their incurable individualism  pre- 
cluded vivacity of mind and talent ex- 
cept to combat one another. 
‘Examples they have given of unity 
and the efficiency of collective effort,” 
Monsieur Boutroux thinks, “will have 
as important an effect upon France of 
the future as any other of the lessons 
of war.” 


MEDICAL STANDPOINT. 


From the medica! standpoint, Prof. 
Chauffard of the Academy of Medi- 
cine, before the Alliance d'Hygiene 
Sociale, speaking of the mobilization 
order «nd comparing it to one of the 
great physical phenomena which con- 


stantiy trouble the universe, like 
earthauakes, tidal waves, etc.. says 
that “the manner in which France 


supported the shock augurs wel! for 
the health of the race after the war. 

“Adaptation.” he says, “is the great- 
est law of biology, for we live and 

rve our physical and moral life 
by adaptation only. He who is in- 
capable of adapting himself suc- 
cumbs. .. . The French race 
adapted itself admirably to this un- 
foreseen danger. and to realize this it 
fe only sufficient to remember what 
Paris and what France were at the 
moment the mobilization order was 
published. For the calm confidence 
with which each one went to his duty 
we are indebted to a quality that we 
“did not know we possessed perhaps to 
,. thet degree, nervous stability, to the 
mastery of ourselves, to the control 
that we have not lost of our nervous 
system. 

“In a collectivity,” he says, ‘there 
are always a certain number of In- 
dividuals who suffice for their daily 
life, but who are unable to accomplish 
@ more arduous task or to support an 
unforeseen shock. When the hour 
of the trial arrives those succumb 
They lose their heads. During the 
fireat dave of the mobilization a nun- 
ber of such subjects profoundly 
troubled mentally. arrived at the hos- 
pitals, but in reality their number in 
proportion to the number of healthy 
subjects was very small and many of 
these troubles were of very short dura- 
tion. The trial was severe, but it was

“We knew by long expertence that 
every war involves the outbreak of a 
great many diseases, and we were very 
agreeably astonished during the first 
three months of this war that sickness 
was very rare in all our sanitary sta- 
tions.

LEARN NEW LESSONS 
IN NAVAL WARFARE. 
SHIP FIGHTING _END-ON EASIER 


TO HIT THAN BY THE 
BROADSIDE. 


[A. P. POREIGN CORKESPONDENCE.) 

LONDON, Feb. 1.—The majority of 
the hits made by the battle cruisers 
in the North Sea battle of January 
24 struck upon the decks of the ships. 
The naval correspondent of the Globe, 
In discussing this battle, which was 
fought at long range. with the shells 
reaching the height of some three 
miles in the curve of their projection, 
says it shows a weakness of modern 
battleship construction that the decks 
were so easily penetrated. The decks, 
he says, are the weakest and most 
Vulnerable of all the above-water 
parts of the up-to-date warship. 

Another lesson he draws from this 
battle is that the ship fighting end-on 
is more likely to be hit than«the one 
fighting broadside to the enemy. “It 
has been generally believed,” he says, 
‘that a ship fighting end-on stands 
the smallest chance of being hit, but 
that is no longer the case. The sci- 
ence of gunnery has been brought to 
such a standard that it is difficult for 
& competent man to aim off the prop- 
er line of fire. That is, he may be 
depended to send his shells in the 
right direction. Misses are mostly 
made by the shell falling short or 
Passing over the target, and it is 
therefore obvious that the longer the 
target is, not at right angles to, but 
paralle] with, the flight of the shell 
the greater will be the chance of hit- 
ting. The effective target presented 
by a battleship end-on is really much 
greater than when she is broadside on, 
besides, in the former position, losing 


by her vertical] side armor.” 


WITHHOLD COPPER 
FROM GERMANS. 


[4. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
_ LONDON, Feb. 6.—Admiralty offi- 
cials are taking vigorous steps to pre- 
vent shipments of copper from neu- 
tral countries into Germany, but 
there are still grave suspicions that 
Germany is getting copper in consid- 
erable quantity from neighboring 
countries. 
The charges of American copper 
producers that English dealers in 
copper have formed a ccmbination 
through which they are able to con- 
trol American copper destined for 
Europe, which American firms for- 
merly soid direct to dealers in vari- 
ous countries, are denied. It is 
charged by American concerns that 
English dealers are able to get a com- 
mission from handling copper which 
now must be re-exported from the 
United Kingdom under a special li- 
cense. While figures are not avail- 
able, officials say hardly any copper 
has been exported from Great Brit- 
ain since the opening of the war. 
In norma! times Italy imports about 
$500 tons of unwrought copper per 
month. At the opening of the war the 
Shipments destined for Italy in cne 
single month aggregated 10.900 tons. 
Much of this «opper, nearly all of 
which was from America, was de- 
tained at Gibraltar. That was previ- 
ous te the British announcement De- 
cember 5 that Italy had tightened its 
regulations concerning the re-expor- 
tation of copper, making it possible 
for shipments to firms not cf Ger- 
man affiliation to go forward. 
Great Britain has been storing cop- 
per in many of its leading seaports. 
Some of this copper has gone through 
the prize courts and some of it, which 
was not ccnsigned to firms under sus- 
picion cn the continent, was bought 
by the government at the market 
price. Complaints have been received 
from some American shippers that 
copper commandeered by the British 
government has not vet been paid for. 
Although Denmark has strictly for- 
bidden the exportation of copper to 
belligerents it is reported that con- 
siderable quantities of the much- 
needed metal have made their way 
through Danish firms into Germany 
within the last three months and the 
British government is much concerned 
about the leaking. 
At the opening of the war British 
officials believed Holland was also 
sending copper to Germany, but re- 
cently the Dutch regulations have 
been changed and The Netherlands 
has gained such control over its mer- 
chants than any shipments of copper 
now reaching Germany across the 
Dutch border are believed by British 
Officials to be inconsequential. 
Norway has steadily maintained 
that it was privileged to ship what 
copper it produces wherever it 
chooses. Previous to the war Norwe- 
gian copper mines produced only 
about 509 tons annually. but since the 
war their known output has been 
greativ increased. This crude copper 
is sent to Sweden to be refined and 
repeated charges have been made hy 
British officials that it its not. all 
shipped back into Norway. 
Metal works in Sweden are said by 
British officialea to be using Norwe- 
gian copper, as well as copper im- 
ported from elsewhere, in making an 
alloy of metal suitable for cartridge 
shells, which is not in the list of pro- 
hibited exports. This is said to be 
sent into Germany in large quantities 
and has been the subject of many in- 
vestigations on the part of Great Brit- 
ain. 
One result of the controversy con- 
cerning copper has been the offer of 
many owners of copper mines in Nor- 
way to sell their properties to the 
British government. 
Spain produces considerable copper 
but the chief mines there are owned 
by British capital, and their output 
has been carefully guarded to prevent 
it going to nations at war with Great 
Britain.

BERLIN, Jan. 30.—A Hamburg sol- 
dier, who acted as telephone operator 
in the latest fighting at Soissons, had 
a remarkable view of the operations 
from his dug-out. 

“My den,” he writes, “suddenly be- 
came the meeting place for officers, 
and for several days it has borne the 
name, ‘Central Telephone Station of 
Field Artillery.’ The name says 
enough to explain itself. All orders 
pass through my wires, giving direc- 
tions for our artillery fire at impor- 
tant points. ‘ 

“Outside we hear the wild rage 
the battle. Suddenly our dug- 
seems to be caving in; stones crumble 
from the roof; we stop breathing and 
a terrible pressure in the air seems 
about to flatten our chests. What was 
that? The younger soldiers tremble 
and grow pale, but the veterans give 
a quick and meaning glance, and the 
new men who have not yet been in 
battle recover themselves and proceed 
calmly with their work. It was, after 
all, only a little ten-inch bomb. The 
veterans know that it did not fall di- 
rectly over our dug-out and pr 
with their telephone work, knowing 
that any delayed message might cost 
much German blood. Meanwhile the 
tide of battle is turning back and

“*‘Our infantry is falling back and 
has lost connection with adjoining 
troops. The first and third companies 
of the regiment have disappeared;’ or 
‘Height No. ——— must be stormed at 
once.” ‘The first battalion is under a 
flank fire; its losses heavy; help 
wanted ate@nce” “The artillery must 
lengthen its range 300 meters at once, 
as it is endangering our infantry.’ 
‘Capt. X has just fallen; Lieut. 
assumes command.’ ‘Field 
artillery must tmmediately open fire 
on height No. ; upon road, 
and enemy's artillery galloping away.’ 
Two minutes later that road 
screened with smoke as our shells fly 
farther and farther into the thick 
masses of men and horses. Horses 
dash away in a mad panic, and men 
creep forth from under capsized gun 
carriages and caissons and limp away 
in search ef cover. They nearly suc- 
ceed, when a little white cloud is sud- 
denly seen, and the tottering figures 
and everything around are mowed 
down. That was one of our shrapnels. 

“The smoke has cleared away, and 
our field artillery is shooting at more 
important game—a field battery in 
the road, which is now at rest for- 
‘Hurrah! is shouted through 


ever. 
the telephone, with the announce- 
ment: ‘Cuffies has been taken com- 


pletely, also the height 132’ (naming 
a little fort.) Enthusiasm for a mo- 
ment and then the telephone service 
goes on with the same zeal and en- 
ergy. We have had great successes, 
and not a man thinks of getting his 
dinner. We only drink black coffee 
from morning till night, and that is 
all that keeps us on our feet. The 
enemy's artillery gradually stops fir- 
ing, but ours fires still more hotly, if 
possible. Suddenly the urgent call: 


“The whole artillery will prepare. 


Crouy and Vauxrot to be taken by 
storm.’ At 2:46 Crouy is taken aft- 
er a hard struggle, and occupied by 
our brave Field-grays. Two hours lat- 
er, Vauxrot is ripe for attack, and is 
taken by storm with only small losses. 
Another hour and the glass factory, 
after having been frightfully shot to 
pieces, falls into ovr hands. That was 
a strong supporting point of the 
French: and now there is no longer 
any holding out on thelr side. Their 
riflemen run for, the Aisne in wild 
masses and press to cross the bridges 
for the south bank. Our artillery tears 
with rapid fire through the disorderly 
masses. Hundreds of these brave sol- 
diers redden the soll of the native 
land with their blood. 

“Another ‘Hurrah!’ Announcement 
from division headquarters that the 
Kaiser, our beloved Kaiser, has just 
arrived tn an automobile behind our 
front. Hundreds of telephones carry 
the news into the front battle lines: 
and our men are no longer to be 
held back—in a short time all the 
country on this side of the Aisne is 
cleared of the enemy.” 


OFFICIAL BATH 
FOR SOLDIERS.

LONDON, Feb. 1.—A description of 
the soldier’s monthly “official bath" 
is sent from the front by a member of 
a London Scottish Regiment: 

“Yesterday we had a novel expe- 
rience,"~he says. “As none of us had 
seen soap or warm water for over five 
weeks we were ordered to take an of- 
ficial bath. We were taken to a town 
in the rear of our lines and escorted 
to a large building, where facilities 
had been arranged for the purpose. 
In the first room we were numbered 
off into squads af ten men or so. In 
a second room we emptied our pockets 
and laid aside our boots, bonnets, put- 
tees and sporrans. In a third room 
we threw the rest of ovr clothes into 
a heap, and then made a double- 
quick ‘to the showers. There were 
two men to each shower, and we were 
allowed ten minutes under the hot 
water with a generous supply of 
laundry soap. 

“At the end of our ten minutes, we 
hurried on to a drying room, where 
each man got a huge towel as thick 
and rough as a carpet. Then we 
rushed off to a dressing-room, where 
an attendant gave us anything we 
wanted in the way of brand-new un- 
derwear, shirts and socks, while on 
hooks at one side were our clothes, 
which had been thoroughly fuml- 
gated. 

“After we had got back our bon- 
nets, boots and other property, we 
were ushered into a room where a 
equad of barbers awaited us. When 
they were through, we marched, spic 
and span again, into a tea-room for 
tea and cigarettes, anything be 
better arranged?”

One of the most significant depart- 
ments is that among the students. 
There are seventeen students’ hostels 
or homes located near the chief gov- 
ernment colleges from Eapporo to 
Nagasaki. These are modest dormi- 
tories and clubgooms, accommodating 
about fifteen or twenty men each and 
form the center for a good deal cf 
religious and social activity. Five 
graduates of the imperial universities 
have devoted their careers to the as- 
sociation secretaryships. This is 
nothing remarkable in North America, 
but here it is very rare for a uni- 
versity graduate to give up a career in 
law or official service for such an un- 
tried profession as the Young Men's 
Christian Association secretaryship. 
One of the student secretaries gives 
all his time to traveling among col- 
leges of the country.. During the past 
year he has addres 
students, most of them in the school 
halis. He has made a special study 
of such problems as personal hygiene 
and knows how to appeal to the con- 
sciences and aspirations of young 
men. 

The emigration of Japanese to 
other lands is naturally widening the 
outreach of the Y.M.C.A. Thus in 
Seoul, in Dairen and in Shanghai, as 
in Honolulu, there afte prosperous 
branches of the Japanese Young Men's 
Christian Association. Japanese busi- 
ness men and officials have voiced ap- 
preciation of the practical value of 
the association through the educa- 
tional, employment bureau, social 
hygiene, physical department and Jor. 
mitory activities. The home depart- 
ment has for several years given a 
special testimonial and sum of money 
to the Tokio Y.M.C.A. for its employ- 
ment bureau and during the Russo- 
Japanese war the army work of the 
Y.M.C.A, received a gift of 10,000 yen 
from the imperial household.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—There are cer- 
tain stock war stories which persist 
in cropping up under new guises at 
regular intervals, and which find wide 
credence among some classes of peo- 
ple who believe everything that is 
printed to the discredit of England's 
enemies. 

One of these stories is about a Ger- 
man governess, in whose trunks 
bombs were discovered wrapped in 
cotton. Never has such a case been 
reported to the police, yet the story 
bobs up time and again. Punch has 
suggested that it would be interesting 
to gather her various employers 
around the same table. 

Another is the postage-stamp yarn. 
In this the writer, a British subject 
detained in Germany, writes a rosy 
letter to a friend in England, tells how 
happy he is In the camp and calls his 
friend's attention to the curious post- 
age stamp fixed to the letter. 

The friend soaks off the stamp and 
finds written in a minute hand un- 
derneath, “Don’t believe a word of 
what I have written—it is all lies.”’

AMERICANS AID 
INJURED FRENCH. 


Many Improvised Hospitals 
do Excellent Work.

Miss Anne Morgan has Given 
Personal Attention. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. ! 

LONDON, Feb. 1.—Through the co- 
operation in New York of Miss Anne 
Morgan, Mrs. Ethelbert Nevin and 
many other philanthropic American 
women, the French wounded emer- 
gency fund has enlisted the aid of 
a number of societies in the United 
States, which have sent large quanti- 
ties of drugs and surgical supplies to 
the improvised hospitals of Normandy 
and Brittany,’ which are caring for 
nearly half a million sick and wound- 
ed soldiers, French, Belgians and Ger- 
mans. 

Four motor cars have been placed 
at the disposition of the French 
wounded emergency fund, which now 
has three volunteer agents traveling 
constantly from hospital to hospital, 
delivering ether and other drugs, and 
keeping the London headquarters ad- 
vised as to the immediate needs of 
particular hospitals. 

Mrs. Patridge Kiotz, formerly of 
Philadelphia; Miss Daisy Polk of San 
Francisco, and Mrs. Harry Floyd, the 
originator of the fund, are constantly 
in the field. The movement has grown 
so rapidly that an office has been es- 
tablished at No. 34 Loundes Square, 
London, and agents have been placed 
at Havre, Boulogne, Southampton and 
St. Malo, to expedite shipments made 
daily from the London headquartera. 

On her return homeward from the 
continent, Mrs. Floyd told of many 
points where the nurses and doctors 
are without the means of making 
their patients comfortable. One hos: 
pital of 200 beds, all filled, had but 
one pair of blankets. Another with 
200 patients had but sixteen nurses. 
Ether, tetanus serum an dsurgical 
instruments of many sorts were lack- 
ing in others. 

“I was in one hosptial, the name of 
which I would rather not make 
known, where the 200 beds were about 
equally divided between Belgians and 
French,” said Mrs. Floyd. “When the 
Belgians came to the hospital their 
clothing was so soiled and worn that 
it had to be destroyed. There were 
no nightshirts, pajamas, nor dressing 
gowns in the entire hospital. Most of 
the French patients were convalescent. 
Fortunately their uniforms were in 
presentable condition and they were 
able to attend the mass which a priest 
read in one of the wards. But the 
poor Belgians could not go. They 
had to stay in bed al! the time and 
wrapped sheets about themselves 
when it became necessary for the or- 
derlies to make their beds. 

“This went on for several days. 
Finally the French soldiers decided 
they would give the convalescent Bel- 
gians an opportunity to go to church. 
They loaned their uniforms to the 
Belgians and went to bed while their 
brothers-in-arms attended the serv- 
ice."* 

Eleven nurses are being sustained 
in French hospitals by the fund, and 
more will be gent as soon as funds 
are available to maintain them. Mrs. 
Ben Lathrop, who is among the 
American women who given 
much time to relieving the French 
wounded, is in charge of the ship- 
ments from London, and is at pres- 
ent in France perfecting the motor 
system to make sure supplies will be 
delivered with the greatest possible 


speed.

CHRISTIANITY 


IN THE ORIENT. | 


The Better Classes in Chins 
Finally Affected by It. 


Meeting Place Established in 
the “Forbidden City.” 


Review of the Achievements 
of ¥ M.C.A. Workers, 


FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PEKING, Jan. 10.—Christianity is 
at last affecting the better classes in 
China, according to leaders of the 
Young Men's Christian Association. 
Reviewing some of their recent suc- 
cesses, they tel) of the establishment 
of a large meeting place within the 
“Forbidden City.” and of evangelistic 
workers being welcomed in some cf 
the interior provinces, where, a few 
years ago, such workers were actually 
in peril of being killed or being driv- 
en out by angry mobs. 

One of the Y.M.C.A. secretaries, a 
prominent Frinceton man, says there 
ia no Warrant for the impression that 
great numbers of converts have been 
made by the recent campaign con- 
ducted by Sherwood Eddy, nor that 
it was the plan of the Y.M.C.A. to at- 
tempt sweeping conversions, yet with 
the assistance of the Protestant mis- 
sionaries, a few hundred Chinese cf 
the student and official classes have 
become Christians and several thou- 
sands have begun study of the Bible. 
The student an@ official classes have 
been the last to seriously consider 
Christianity for the reason that they 
were more thoroughiy grounded in 
Confucianism and with rare excep- 
tions the missions were able to ap- 
peal through their chapel and street 
preaching only to the lower classes. 


SECRETARY'S STATEMENT. 


“The revolution, with many Chris- 
tian men among the leaders,”’ <avs the 
secretary, “set its seal of disapproval 
on hostility to Christianity. The Y.M. 
C.A. ranked among its members most 
of the returned students from Amer- 
ica and some of those fram Europe — 
of whom the present government is 
making use in its efforts to modernize 
and reform China. Not all of these 
returned students are Christian, in- 
deed, the majority are not. But 
they have found in the Y.M.C.A. build- 
ings places where they could gather 
in an atmosphere similar to that 
which they had learned to respect and 
like in foreign countries. So the Y.M. 
C.A. had a nucleus of friends to help 
obtain the privileges which they re- 
quired. 

“To take this city. as an example we 
applied to the authorities for permis- 
sion to erect a ‘pong,’ or tent-like mat 
shed capable of seating 4000 people 
in the open e in front of the 
‘Porbidden City,’ that being one of 
the most convenient and central posi- 
tions. The reply came that, as certain 
new walis were being constructed, 
the ‘pong’ had better be erected just 
inside the front gate of the ‘Forbial- 
den City.’ 

“This permission immediately gave 
distinction to the meeting, for the 
gates of the Manchu palace enclo- 
sure are seldom, even now, open to 
the public. In other cities the cam- 
paign w similarly favored by the 
authorities, important temples some- 
times being turned over to the organ- 
ization for the time being. 

“The necessary organization was 
completed by obtaining from ‘each 
Protestant mission the assistance of 
one Chinese worker. This representa- 
tive committee was placed under the 
leadership of two executive secreta- 
ries, one Chinese and one American. 
Bible classes were arranged at the 
different missions throughout the city 
and men were enlisted who were 
capable of teaching these classes and 
who understood the manners and sus- 
ceptibilities of the students. 

“Great care vas put upon special 
courses of Bible study prepared espe- 
cially to meet the need of the keen 
and critical minds of the Chinese col- 
lege students. In Peking alone dur- 
ing November there was an average 
weekly attendance on the newly-or- 
ganized Bible study classes of over 
500 students, old and young.” 


EDDY’S REPORT. 


Eddy'’s campaign, which extended 
to many of the principal cities of 
China, was completed this month. In 
a letter to friends in Peking, he writes 
of Changsha, the capital city of the 
interior province of Hunan: “As we 
left the steamer and entered the great 
gates of the ancient walled city, wé 
suw posters announcing the evange- 
listic meetings on the very notice 
boards where a few vears ago hung 
posters to kill the ‘Foreign Devils,’ 
who had come to make medicine out 
of the eyes of their kidnaped chil- 
dren. Here fourteen, or even four, 
years ago, we would have been driven 
out by angry mobs. 

“I shall never forget the scene on 
the second day, After hard hitting on 
the bribery, graft and dishonesty of 
the officials and merchants, and im- 
morality of the students, as the cause 
of China's present weakness, 
expected a falling off in the attend- 
ance. Nearly half an hour before the 
time of the lecture, however, the 
doors had to be closed. We found 
over 3000 students crowded in the hall 
and 500 were gathered outside in an 
overftiow meeting addressed by one of 
the missionaries. Our subject was 
‘The Hope of China’ We asked the 
students if they had anything that 
could save their country and make 
honest officials, merchants, and stu- 
dents, but they were silent. For an 
hour we laid before them the claims 
of Christ in the appeal of His teach- 
ing to the mind, His character to the 
heart and His power for the will. 
Finally, when we asked how many 
men were ready to join Bible classes 
to make an earnest study of the four 
gospels with honest -heart and open 
mind, over 1000 Confucian students 
signed cards as inquirers and re- 
mained to an after-meeting. Some 
800 of these men came out next ‘ay 
notwithstanding the rain and the dis- 
tractions of a Chinese feast day, to 
be assigned to Bible classes.”

EUROPEAN WAR NOVEL. 


THE GUNS OF EUROPE. By Joseph A. Altsheler. 
D. Appleton & Co.. New York. 


AR as isn't is very vividly described 

in “The Guns of Europe,” the first of 

& proposed war trilogy by Mr. Alt- 
sheler. 

Swashbuckling romance has been clothed 
in the garments of modern invention; all 
the crazy heroism of Stanley Weyman’s 
seventeenth century rough-and-tumble stories 
is’ brovght down to date, and we challenge 
anybody to read the book and get a clear, 
satisfying picture of the adventures 0 
furiously set forth. It seems that the young 
American, who is more or leas accidently 
plunged into the war, has certain attributes 
which have long been considered the ex- 
clusive property of the Homeric gods. This 
phenomenal youth and his companions are 
almost invisible to German eyes; they move 
through Teutonic battle lines with ease: 
they even steal a German armored motor 
car and dash around over the country in a 
way that the author does not take the 
trouble to explain, nor can the reader, with- 
out a large quantity of sympathetic intu-. 
ition, understand. 

The description of the flight and fight 
in an aeroplane is interesting and graphic, 
though considerably overdone, and highly 
improbable. 

“The Guns of Europe” is undoubtedly the 
precursor of the locust—lIike swarm of 
war novels that will settle on the country 
from now untfl long after the present gen- 
eration is tucked. away in its coffin. Mr. 
Altsheler has an expansive imagination 
but treats war jast as those writers do who 
think it necessary to burst bombs, wipe 
out regiments, nearly kill the hero every 
page or two, and make the narrative one 
frantic rush of wild episodes and astounding 


escapes. 

Also, it is necessary to go far into the 
book to discover that it is probably designed 
for juvenile readers; and this remarkable 
Yankee boy, whom we ‘find in the beginning 
very much of a boy, needing the assistance 
ofa tutor, suddenly develops into one of 
the leading heroes of the French army. Our 
candid opinion of this sort of thing may per- 
haps be best expressed with those asterisks, 
dashes and exclamation points, commonly 
used by lad,-like writers who wish to give 
the impression of swearing. 


WHEN HUSBANDS ARE DULL. 


THE SECOND BLOOMING By W. lL. George.

sé HE SECOND BLOOMING” is rather 
iaborious but well worth attention. 
It is as far above the ordinary novel 
as a church steeple above a mole hill; there 
is substance in it, a plan, unfolding of char- 
acter to a logical and conclusive ending. 
Married women who feel the sprouting of 
dissatisfaction, a vague irritation at their 
condition, are likely to find a rather trutl- 
ful mirror in Mr. George's book. 

Three married sisters are the important 
characters, and of the three, Grace domi- 
nates the story. Clara has political ambt- 
tions for her husband, and her time and 
interest are taken up in that work; Mary 
travels the cycle of motherhood. and her 
hands are occupied; but Grace finds little 
to interest her, she seems but a pair of 
ears into which her babbling, good-natured 
husband interminably talks of nothing in 
particular, and monotony bears down upon 
her like the load of Sisyphus. She becomes 
addicted to pretty clothes, runs into a few 
debts, feels undefined but strong potential- 
ties for the enjoyment o/ life—but has noth- 
ing to satisfy them. : 

Fenor, a rather picturesque and wholly 
shallow philanderer, crowds on her atten- 
tion: he seems to appreciate her beauty, 
her exasperation at the futility of merely 
being a wife after she has come to be taken 
as a matter of course by the husand. Yes, 
Fenor understands all right. He maes love 
with the impassioned phraseology of the 
insincere adept in making restless women 

h. 

has her traditional respectability 
outraged by discovering the liaison, and 
aglow with righteous indignation breaks the 
news to Mary. But Mary, rather weary of 
ruling the world by rocking the cradle, 
fails to take fire from her inflamed sister, 
and more deeply than she allows herself to 
understands Grace's situation. 

Mr. George does not spoil his story with 
faulty touches: emotionalism is kept out of 
the book: he has no preachments to offer. 
He has taken the premise that there is a 
second blooming in the lives of women, and 
that while marriage usually attends the un- 
folding of maidenhood, society offers no 
solution to the second flowering; and that 
the woman without ambitions for her hus- 
band, or more children than will leave idle- 
ness, finds herself in much the same situa- 
tion as Grace—who, we will say for the 
benefit of the curious, does not have her 
life “wrecked” by a much needed indis- 


cretion.

It is probable that those versed in occult 
sciences will find something in “The Ro- 
mances of Amosis Ra” that others will 
overlook; the story is certainly tinctured 
with the so-caYed occult science and magic; 
and it doesn't detract from-the interest part- 
ly because the author writes welland partly 
because the plot is placed so far out in 
the mists of antiquity that magicians and 
miracles, or whatever the name for unusual 
phenomena may be, do not seem out of 
place. 

The author succeeds in giving the !m- 
pression that this is an Egyptian romance, 
succeeds in making us feel that he knows 
the subject thoroughly, but rather wearies 
attention by the hundreds of incidents and 
pictures that are rather purposelessly in- 
eluded. We follow him page after page 
through a maze of situations, many of 
which are only vaguely related to the 
theme, and in the end we find he has led 
us to no place in particular. “The Ro- 
mances of Amosis Ra” is not an imposi- 
tion—it is too carefully written not to en- 
title Mr. Thurstan to commendation; but it 
fails to be impressive.

FRIEDRICH NIETZSCHE.

HE war in Europe has somewhat 
stimulates interest tn the Nietzschean 

philosophy. We are informed by many 
people, whom it not necessary to believe, 
however, that Nietzsche is the sinister 
spirit behind the so-called Prussian diabol- 
ism—through him the placid Germanic 
folk became so imbued with the right of 


the strongest to conquer they lost sight of 
that which we havo agreed under the 


guidance of Christianity to call ethics. As | 
a matter of fact, he attained no great 

amount of honor within his own country; 

his influence was far less than that of 
Treitachke’s, though Nietzsche was per- 

haps more brilliant and certainly more spec- 

tacular than the historian. 

Mr. Halevy sketches the life of Nietzsche, ; 
incorporates much of his teachings and fre- 
quently introduces suppositions which we 
are welcome to reject or accept, pays much 
attention to the friendship of Nietzsche and 
Wagner, but declines to estimate the value 
or influence of Nietzsche’s’*work. In the in- 
troduction to the biography, Mr. Kettle says | 
that the verdict of the multitude has been 
to concede Nietzsche a brilliant success in 
literature but has “treated his philosonhy | 
as fundamental nonsense of the sort that 
calls for no response except a shrug of the 
*houlder.” 

He was, as every one knows, grossly 
egotistical. He believed himself to be just 
as great as even some of his most enthu- 
siastic admirers do and was not in the least | 
timid about showing his worship of seif. 
But in ‘The Life of Frederick Nietzsche,” 
M. Halevy does not cause this egotism to 
appear offensive. Nietzsche's life was so 
pathetic, he was so intense, so utterly sin- 
cere and constantly working so furiously, 
that even though we see fit to repudiate the 
whole of his philosphy, we cannot 
choose but feel a sympathy and something 
of an admiration for the man-—a physical 
weakling who worked with energy enough 
to equip his own fer-heralded superman. 

Mr. Wright, in “What Nietzsche Taught,” 
gives a short biographica! sketch, and the 
remainder of the book is filled with quo- 
tations from the eighteen-volume English 
edition of Nietzsche's comonlete works, 
translated under the supervision of Dr. 
Osear Levy. 

As a thorough student of Nietzsche, Mr. 
Wright has been able to select the essen- 
tial and striking features of his philosphy 
and has presented the excerpts in chrono- 
logical order, with comments on the books 
from which they are taken. It is said that 
Nietzsche was the first to write vivid Ger- 
man prose; and in the English language 
there are few, if any, books so graphically 
and fiercely destructive as the translations 
of Nietzsche. Never before did any man 
pit himself against superstitions and tra- 
ditions so formidable. He excortates. and 
ridicules God, religion, humanitarianism, 
logic, science, morality, socialism and all 
ideals akin and related to them. He sel- 
dom argues; he merely denounces. His 
imagery is remarkable — he is brilliantly 
abusive, and intolerable of weakness of 
any description, and also of the pity which 
must take cognizance of weakness. 

“What Nietzsche Taught” may be taken 
as an able summary of the Nietzschean 
philoso phy—touches all the aspects of that 
philoscphy, and gives an admirable under- 
standing of perhaps the greatest iconoclast 
that ever lived. 


WHEN NEGROES WON FREEDOM 


THE FRENCH REVOLUTION IN SANTO DO- 
MINGO. By L. Lothrop Stoddard, Houghton

HEN the revolution of Santo Domingo | 
W is mentioned most of us think of 

Toussaint l'Ouverture; and when we 
think of Toussaint l'Ouverture about all we 
can remember is Wendell Phillip’s eloquent 
encomium on the negro patriot, and we some- 
how feel that Toussaint was different from 
all the other negroes on earth; that he was 
a sort of superman, a combination of Crom- 
well and Washington, a great general, a 
statesman and all the other admirable things 
that the impassioned and eloquent Phillips 
said and implied. 

But in the cold, clear light of Mr. Stod- 
dard’s unprejudiced history we see Tous- 
saint shrivel into a cunning, treacherous, 
brutal, far-sighted, murderous though .brave 
despot, who pledged his word when it 
seemed profitable and broke his word 
ior the same reason; a ruthless master, 
who did not—as Phillips eloquently de 
clared—humble the finest troops of WNa- 
poleon in combat, but destroyed their food 
supply and let the fever finish the work 
hunger began. 

Mr. Stoddard is an admirable historian; 
he keeps his opinions to himself and cites 


anyone would. be likely to question. He 
begins by showing how the whites of 
Santo Domingo were surrounded by over- | 
whelming numbers of negroes, most of 
them fresh from the Congo and voodoo 
rites, and how necessary was cruel dis- 
cipline to prevent uprising among them. 
In the course of time the mulattos in- 
creased—a half-race, hated by the blacks 
and not favored by the whites—and ulti- 
mately these were practically exterminated, 
women, men and children, by Toussaint. 
The French Revolution, with its creed of 
equality, found more than an echo in the 
French province of Santo Domingo. The 
negroes demanded equality. Revolts start- 
ed and grew, and soon by the most bar- 
barous brutality the whole white popula- 
tion was wiped out. Subsequent efforts 
to subdue the island failed; Spain and 
England contested for its possession, but 
Toussaint, by trickery and force and the 
aid of tropical diseases, maintained his su- 


premacy. 
Mr. Stoddard is direct in his treatment: 
he shows no prejudice; he is comprehen- 
sive and above and beyond all, he has made 
every page interesting.

“The Prussian Hath Said in His Heart” 
is a goodly-sized volume of strident denun- 
clation, in which Mr. Chesterton has filled

with a few historical inaccuracies and a 
host of inflamed, red-nosed adjectives. 

The German “Chant of Hate” against 
England is no less offensive, and far less 
ridiculous, than this encyclopaedic execra- 
tion against ‘the Prussians, who, in Mr. 
Chesterton's opinion, seem to be equally 
culpable for loving militarism and for not 
being Catholics. Yet, even as he de- 
nounces Prussian militarism and philosoph- 
ic materialism, Mr. Chesterton thunders in 
the raucous voice—but without the wit—of 
his brother against Norman Angell and the 
pacificists.

Washington University gets about a 
million dollars from the estate of Mrs. 
William McMillan of St. Louis by the 
terms of her will, which disposes of 
an estate estimated at $2,000,000 to 
$4,000,000. Thirteen instifutions or 
organizations—philanthropic or edu- 
cational—are remembered in the will, 
in some instances with absolute be- 
quests, in others with contingent be- 
quests. 

Two estates are disposed of—the 
personal estate of Mrs. McMillan, who 
died a few days ago in California, and 
her share of the estate of her hus- 
band, who was president of the Ameri- 
can Car and Foundry Company. 

_. The largest of the contingent be- 
quests is the “residue” of the estate, 
which goes to Washington University, 
St. Louis, for the establishment of an 
eye, ear, nose and throat hospitsi. 
This residue is estimated at more than 
$1,000,000. 

Monthly payments totaling $65,800 
a year are bequeathed to fifty-three 
persons, and $10.000 a vear for twen- 
ty years is divided among five indi- 
viduals and ten irstitutions.

THE CROWNING SPLENDOR. 


The crowning splendor of all this wonderful day is the night celebration, 
— ont ge illumination of all the exposition, embodying effects hitherto un- 

mpted. 

With the Tower of Jewels wrapped in many-colored electric lights and 
standing against the background of a huge fan of rainbow bands 
spread over the northern heavens by the giant searchlights of the battery on 
the outer breakwater, on either hand the palaces lay bathed in soft and 
mellow radiance. Color is flashing from the great beams of the scintillator. 
Bombs are being thown into the empyrean, to burst into many colored clouds 
under the rays of the searchlights, steam rolis up into the skies to pass in 
clouds of brilliant hués across the bands of light in the broadspread fan. 

In the center of the Court of Abundance a huge glowing globe seems to 
float on clowds of ruby-tinted steam. Steam also floats around the mellow 
lights, high on the tower of the court, catching their radiance and seeming to 
waft it off into the darkness of the skies above. Around the central lagoon 
mo es, issuing from the mouths of serpents, leap and dance on eight weird 
altars. 

In the Court of the Universe the two fountains in the sunken gardens stand 
like tall white pillars of light with jets of water starting about them. All the 
other fountains on the grounds play among lights of many vivid colors. The 
sheets of water that flow over successive terraces at the feet of the statuary 
in the niches of the Court of the Four Seasons, appear a vivid emerald from 
concealed sources. 

The full force of the huge battery of white and colored lights located on 
the pier off Yacht Harbor from the Court of Nations, is turned on. As the 
many soft-tinted rays play upon the Tower of Jewels, it shimmers and spar- 
kles more beautifully than ever. 

MYRIADS OF SEARCHLIGHTS. 

Hundreds of minor searchlights, concealed along the tops of peristyles 
and buildings, are turned on. A myriad of hidden lights throw a radiant glow 
against pillars and walls of the colonnades. Al! the large arc standards, sur- 
mounted by banners, bearing as heraldic devices the coats of arms of early 
California discoverers, are lighted. Also from every window and lattice, from 
tower and dome, soft shafts of orange<colored lights add to the enchanting 
whole. There are no shadows anywhere. Al! is a soft exquisitely colored 
glow. Lights are artfully placed behind reflectors, in wells below the great 
dome of the Horticultural Building, throwing upon its deep blue expanse 
from within the twelve signs of the Zodiac, so that when viewed at a distance 
the dome is made to resemble the heavens at night, glowing with the twelve 
constellations. 

The banners on the cornices of the palaces are illuminated floating in a 
light which seems to be of themselves alone. The statuary on the arches is 
stained a deep, rich red; the vaults of the arches glow with mellow light; and 


in their true colors is fulfilled. 

Serving as a central target for a battery of searchlights that surround it 
on every side, the wonderous Tower of Jewels comes in for its full share of 
radiance, scintillating, iridescent, an exquisite dream of beauty. The tower 
draws all eyes toward it. 


CALIFORNIA STATE BUILDING. 


California's own State building has a conspicuous and happy: place in this 
lovely picture. On the east it is flarked with the scintillator of forty-eight 
great projectors, whose low sweeping bands of color swing over a portion of 
the mission structure in their defiance of the night. High up in the bell 
towers of the California Building another smaller scintillator streaks the sky. 

The Fine Arts Palace is a flood of emerald light, the mirrored effects in 
the lagoon are soft and beautiful. Statuesque and serene. this lovely facade is 
reflected in the placid lagoon beneath it and forms one of the most memorable 
pictures of this night. 3 

Over all the surrounding towns, the Bay of San Francisco and the marine 
hills, this great scintillator sends its colored light, a splendid symbol of the 
radiance in the hearts of the spectators. 

A happy, satisfying day crammed with vivid impressions and emotions, and 
a beautiful night of revelry, and above 4ll the consciousness of work supremely 
well done—so February 20, 1915, goes down in the book of California's history.

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 20.—Complete- 
ness and artistic beauty are the key- 
notes of the Panama-California Expo- 
sition and in a marvelous manner 
these characteristics are seen in the 
San Joaquin Valley Building. One 
looks for a State display or that of 
some particular section to be educa- 
tional, possibly Imposing, but scarce- 
ly a perfect work of art, as is this 
building. 


been utilized in a wonderful manner 
here for mural decorations that 
would impress the most casua! ob- 
server, though the casual observer 
would never discover that attractive 
mural decorations were of euch pro- 
saic materials instead of the pigments 
and colors of a painter or the cloths 
of rare ta es. 

The structure itself stands at the 
lower end of the Plaza de Panama 
and is a splendid example of the mu- 
nicipal building found in towns and 
cities throughout Spanish-America; 
but it is the remarkable mural dec- 
erations inside the bullding -which 
attract the attention and admiration 
of the crowds and impels many to re- 
turn again and again to study the 
work of the decorators. 

The great beams of the long hall 
appear to be embossed in gold on a 
background of black. From the recep- 
tion-room at one end of the building 
one looks into the main section of the 
structure and the effect ig that of ceil- 
ing. beams and walls gorgeously em- 
bossed in gold on a background of 
black, with which other mural decora- 
tions in soft browns and shades of tan 
blend beautifully. 

BUILT OF SEEDS. 


The decorative scheme is in reality 
a clever arrangement of seeds, grain, 
grasses and dried fruits in convention- 
al designs and again worked into pic- 
tures, both pictures and frames of 
which are of vari-colored seeds. / 

“It couldn't have been anything 

else but a labor of love,” said one 
woman as she gazed at the work. Mrs. 
M. J. Wessells is the artist who de- 
signed the unique decoration and for 
four months, thirty girls under her 
direction worked to carry out in fruit 
and grain the designs. Three carloads 
of grain, 100 sacks of ears of corn 
and a ton of dried frult were worked 
into the designs. The coved ceiling is 
covered with a grain applique worked 
out in different grains. as are the 
great beams, while below the ceiling is 
a wonderful frieze of grapes, figs and 
other fruits. 
Two enlarged photographs, one of 
President Davidson and one of Direc- 
tor-General Davis, apparently etch- 
ings done in sepia, perhaps cause the 
greatest comment. In spite of the line 
below, “‘Pictures made of seeds,” the 
attendants are kept busy reiterating 
to visitors that the artists used noth- 
ing but seeds. The tiny eucalyptus 
seeds were used for the pictures and 
kaffir and Egyptian corn seeds for the 
artistic frames. 


_ EARS OF MAIZE. 


Thousands of pieces of ears of corn 
which give the effect of a rosette and 
many more thousands of ends of corn 
husks tied in diamond-shaped designs 
are mingled in the intricate designs 
and instead of reproducing a bunch 
of grapes, the grapes were worked 
bodily into the design. Varicolored 
seeds exactly reproducing the autumn 
shades are worked into autumn leaves 
until one wonders where they all came 
from. But everything used by the 


tile San Joaquin Valley. 

On the floor of the great room are 
the many products of the valiey for 
which the natural decorations make 
a rich background. Calaveras, Fres- 
no, Kings, Madera, Mariposa, Merced, 
San Joaquin and Stanislaus counties 
have sent their products, which in- 
clude everything from grain to pea- 
nuts.

In 
this connection it should be mentioned 
that the annual butter output of the 
San Joaquin Valley if molded into 
pound cakes would reach from San 
Diego through the Panama Canal to 
Liverpool. 4

SAN DIEGO FAIR. 
ATTENDANCE INCREASES. - 
(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 20. — With the 
arrival of heavy delegations routed to 
find both California expositions open, 
attendance at the San Diego exposi- 
tion has picked up rapidly in the last 
ten days. On’St. Valentine’s day, the 
attendance figures brought the total 
for a month and a half to over 250,- 
000, a daily average of 5500. 

The diminution of the seasonal 
rains has also contributed to the high 
attendance figures, and with the 
special rates from all over the coun- 
try going into effect on March 1, there 
is expectation of another sharp in- 
crease. The rates for ninety-day tick- 
ets with stop-over privileges for a 
study of all the natural wonders along 
the way, are the lowest rail rates in 
history. going considerably lower per 
mile than in the case of previous 
world’s fairs.

CRUISER IN PORT. 
TARGET PRACTICE.

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 20.—The annual 
target practice of the Pacific fleet 
will take place off San Diego during 
the next three months, forming an 
important addition to the list of 
special attractions offered in the vi- 
cinity of the San Diego exposition. 
The cruiser San Diego has been in 
port for a week, with nine of the tor- 
pedo boats of the West Coast fleet, 
and from time to time all other ves- 
sels of the fleet will assemble. 

The harbinger of the annual prac- 
tice was the United States naval tug 
Iroquois, which steamed into port’

TELLS EFFECTS 
OF REGULATION. 


Fruit Men Told of Danger in 
Drastic Measures. 


Business Situation Viewed by 
Head of S. P.. 


Text of President Sproule’s 
Address in Full. 


President William, Sproule of the 
Southern Pacific, in a talk before the 
Western Fruit Jobbers’ Association at 
the Alexandria last Tuesday, discussed 
the expansion of the fruit business, 
regulation of public utilities and the 
general business situation, especially 
in its relation to unemployment. His 
address, in fu}l, was as follows: 

In the railroad business I have been 
associated with men in the fruit busi- 
ness, I can very well say. from 1886, 


when the firat trainioad of fifteen 
cars of fruit was shipped from Cal- 
ifornia to the East, until the present 
time. It is a long cry from 1886, with 
its trainload of 150 tons, to 1914, when 
the shipments of fruit from California 
to points beyond its borders by rail

the figure of 900,000 tons. 
Of all the lines of business of which 
I have any knowledge, I believe the 
fruit business, in all its phases, is the 
line of effort which requires men of 
nerve and, at the same time, men of 
nervous temperament. It is a hazard- 
ous business from the growing of the 
crop to the picking of it, its packing, 
its shipping, ita transportation, and 
the returns to all concerned at its 
destination. 

The relation of the perishable fruit 
business to the railroads is that the 
service given by the railroads to fresh 
fruit is, in many essential particulars, 
superior even to that given to the 
passenger on our passenger trains. 
That statement may seem one of over- 
emphasis, but rernember that from the 
moment the railroad has committed 
to its care a carload of fruit to the 
moment when it is set for unloading 
by the final consignee at the final des- 
tination, the railroad has to be on 
watch every hour of the time, night 
and day. When that carload of fruit 
is turned over to the railroad, the 
fruit becomes the nurseling of the car- 
rier. If the weather be hot it has to 
be iced and kept cool. If the weather 
be cold it has to be warmed, it has to 
be kept heated. If the weather be 
neither hot nor cold, but be temperate, 
the fruit has to be nursed with balmy 
atmosphere as carefully as an. child 
in the shade on a summer day. If 
the business of the railroad were sim- 
ply to take that carload -of fruit from 
the point of origin and to deliver it 
direct to a given point of destination 
upon a given track, its care for this 
fruit would not be so serioua in its 
details. Under these practices that 
have grown up in the fruit business 
when the destination of the car is, 
for all final purposes, unknown, it may 
be diverted anywhere at will, held in 
transit, held at destination, and in- 
definitely dealt with in a variety of 
ways, so it is as whimsical as the 
woman to whom we concede,.the pre- 
rogative of changing her mind when- 
ever and however she pleases. 

Now, gentlemen, I think you will 
bear with me that this is a fair state- 
ment of the conditions pertaining to 
the transportation of the perishable 
product, in the handling of which you 
hold so large and so important a part. 


CO-OPERATIVE INITIATIVE. 


The development which has given 
rise to these conditions is an example 
of the force of initiative. At the first 
citrus fruit convention held in Cal- 
ifornia the chairman announced it to 
be the belief of these people that the 
future of the fruit business depended 
on co-operation between the fruit men 
and the railroads. That was a correct 
forecast. 1 would invite your atten- 
tion to the fact that tha conditions 
under which the fruit business has 
been developed .o its present magni- 
tude have come about from the ini- 
tiative, the co-operative initiative of 
the frujt shippers and the carriers. 
In this gathering, representing as it 
does, 6o Vast an area of this great 
country of ours, I trust you will par- 
Gon me for thus bringing out more 
strongly the situation with respect to 
California fruit than with respect to 
the reat of the country. I have done 
this for the reason that I am more 
familiar with this development than 
with the development from other sec- 
tions of the Union, and for the turther 
réason that California is the chame- 
pion long-distance fruit shipper of the 
world. If a further reason be neces- 
sary. it ie that your convention is be- 
ing held in California, and the en- 
vironment of the occasion seems to 
give reason for California as an il- 
justration cf the purposes of my talk 
this morning. 

From the beginning, in the develop- 
ment of this business, it has been the 
custom of the railroads and the ship- 
pere to eit down together and discuss 


thelr difficulties or their: wants and 
their differences. From emall be- 
ginnines and rigid methods there 
carne the expansion and development 
we have seen into the utmost 
flexibility so that fruit can be shipped 
at will to practically anywhere 


throughout this continent, and it will 


by. 


taken care of wherever it moves. 


jteresting to realize that in the great 


jecountry dwindled to 17 per cent., and 


That expansion and the development 
of that degree of flexibility, has not 
come at the behest of any govern- 


ity to regulate the practices of the 
railroads. The development of the 
business had its origin and incentive 
in the self-interest of parties to 
the transaction. 

In these days when it seems to be 
the policy of State and Federal gov- 
ernments to put all kinds of 
business in swaddling clothes, and 
sometimes in strait-jackets, it is in- 


business which engages your atten- 
tion, its development has been under 
conditions which caused you to exer- 
cise your utmost initiative and in- 
genuity in the development of your 
end of the business and put upon the 
transportation companies the initia- 
tive and incentive to meet your wants 
in every way they would in order that 
their business might develop. Tt is 
responsive to self-interest on both 
sides and in proportion as we can de- 
velop initiative and the American go- 
ahead spirit In obedience to a self- 
interest, in the same proportion will 
prosperity ensue and business grow. 


GENERAL GROWTH. 


But let us not forget that a very 
important part in the growth and ex- 
pansion of your business is to be 
found in the growth and expansion of 
this nation and in the growth and ex- 
pansion of its traneportation facil- 
ities. If the growth of the transporta- 
tion facilities of this. country were 
proceeding today in like relation to 
your Wants, as did the growth of 
twenty years ago, you would see a 
greater expansion to this business 
than we are likely to perceive under 
existing conditions. 


It is a remarkable fact that in the 
ten years ending with 1913, inclusive, 
the rallroad growth of this country 
increased by about 17 per cent., 
whereas the tonnage moved by the 
railroads of this country increased 78 
per cent. and the fruit and vegetable 
tonnage moved by the railroads of this 
country incréased 106 per cent. Mind 
you, while the growth of industry in 
these ten years was thus great, the 
growth of the railroad mileage of this 


now railroad construction in this 
country has, for all practical] pur- 
poses, stopped. A few roads are fin- 
ishing up some odd jobs, but for the 
rest nothing is being done. Traffic 
moves easily now, only because the 
business of the country is in a condi- 
tion of acute depression, but when we 
refurn to normal the new volume of 
business resulting will move with ut- 
most difficulty. In such periods of 
congestion it is the perishables that 
suffer most and there lies your inter- 


It is naturally before the mind of 
each one of us here that something 
is the matter. Raflroad men addreas- 
ing the public inevitably turn to the 
question of regulation. I would pre- 
fer to be the exception to that rule 
but I do not see how, as business 
men, we can get away from it. 

The era of regulation has definite- 
ly arrived. The principle of regula- 
tion is accepted. The question of 
what is good in regulation and what 
is ae in regulation remains debate 


ab 

Regulation originally and mainly 
was introduced into our affairs by the 
government for the purpose of sup- 
pressing practices whch had de- 
veloped from untrammeled competi- 
tion. Under the old competitive 


ness as any merchant sought it, the 
railroad went after it upon the prin- 
ciple of capturing a customer and 
upon the many different terms neces- 
sary for that purpose. There loomed 
large in the calculations of the rail- 
road and of the shipper the wholesale 
Principle which {s_ still accepted in 
other classes of business, but is large- 
ly denied the carriers. 

To the extent that preference and 
undue discrimination and personal in- 
equality and local favoritism have 
been eliminated by regulation, 1 think 
there can be no difference of opin- 
ion among us that regulation has done 
a beneficent work, accomplishing for 
the railroads and shippers alike that 
which neither could do for  them- 
selves. The pressure of competition 
as between the railroads on the one 
hand and the pressure upon the raili« 
roads by the recipients of favors on 
the other hand, constituted an attitude 
of the time which was common to 
business in general, but which it wag 
desirable should disappear. 


MISTAKEN NOTION. | 


The unfortunate part of it is that 

the general public has very little 
knowledge of the commercial condi- 
tions of those times under which 
things were done which were permis- 
sable and general accepted as a part 
of business, but in the process of their 
abolition and in the new conditions 
created by their abolition, there was 
left, somehow, lingering in the mind 
of the general public the notion that 
the railroads had been committing 
crimes in that time, that they were 
guilty of high crimes and misde- 
meanors and that for them they ought 
still to be punished. The facts are, 
the men who were operating in those 
days, whether on the side of the mer- 
chant, the fruit grower, or the rail- 
roads, were dealing with competitive 
conditions as they found them. The 
conditions controlled them: they could 
not control conditions. There were 
no laws on the statute books making 
the practices a crime and they did 
not believe there was afty immoral 
quality in those § transactions. The 
statutes have since declared such 
practices to be criminal and now they 
are criminal for any who should be 
so foolhardy, nay, so stupid, ae to en- 
deavor to return to them. 
_1 say this. subject to the charge 
upon your part of my unnecessarily 
taking up your time with questions 
that savor of dead issues, but I beg 
you to bear with me in this respect, 
that I believe every misapprehension 
as to past relations, every denuncia- 
tion that is unfair. whether it be to 
the shipping public or to the carrying 
companies, it is desirable we should 
be rid of. because in some way, all 
through the intervening years, the 
public mind has linked these things 
up with what they term, for lack of 
a better phrase, Big Interests,” 
and when your business ase jobbers 
becomes large enough to be noticeable 
and your succeés conspicuous you be- 
come a “Big Interest.” It is a mere 
relative term, and when misapprelien- 
sion is prevalent and misundérstand- 
ings are in the atmosphere. it is the 
duty of every man connected with re- 
sponsile business to clear them out of 
the way and create a better atmos- 
phere that we may have better con- 
ditione. 

WHERE REGULATION HURTS. 

This brings me to the next feature 
of regulation. Not alone has regula- 
tion brought us that which is good, 
but by its aggressive and broad de- 
velopment it haa introduced factors 
that are not for the public weal. m4 
ulation began with the railroads. It 
has been extended to all public utili- 
ties and is being extended to other 
fielda of commercial effort. as your 
President has observed in his intro- 
duectory address. 

At the same time ft is but just to 
the officials of the government 
charged with the high responsibilities 
of regulation to say that, considering 
the difficulties of the #ituation, they 
have handled the difficulties allotted 
to them marvelously well. While 
there is a vast deal yet to be accom- 


acheme, when railroads sought busi- 
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tive kind, that will surely come by 
evolution and will not lag far behind 
the demands of public opinion. 

Unfortunately for some time the 
public temper has been in favor of 
drastic regulation, until the point has 
at length been reached at which the

jeopardy. I am satisfied it is 
temporary. 

to control private capital, as if it 
were public money. This has stopped 
railroad construction. Instead of 
recognizing the railroads as the great- 
est agencies ever placed at the com- 
mand of man for the widening of 
Civilization and the interchange of 
production and manufactures, they 
are treated with mistrust and that 
mistrust has caused a withdrawal of 
confidence and produced a general 
business timidity. from which, 
throughout this nation, has resulted 
the present long period of unemploy- 
ment and distress, the like of which 
has never been Known before in this 
nation. 

WHY UNEMPLOYMENT? 


Let me ask you, why this period 
of unemployment? It is because the 
employer is himself unemployed. The 
money which he has invested in his 
business is idle to ah unexampled ex- 
tent, and when the employer is un- 
employed, the employee is assuredly 
out of work. When the employer is 
prosperous; when his energies and the 
money obtained. by him are fully 
employed, his employees have em- 
ployment at good wages and prosper. 
It is the employer who is first out of 
employment. The employee then in 
natural sequence, soon finds that he, 


too, is without work. Nbr the 
people generally, who work, ether 
with their muscles or their inds— 


and all work in some measure with 
their minds—disecover that their con- 
dition improves just as soon as their 
employer is prosperous, we will then 
have promise of relief from the mis- 
understandings which increase unem- 
ployment. We will have to learn the 
lesson that we are simply a big in- 
dustrial family: we all prosper to- 
gether or we do not prosper at all. 

I do not know of anything. more 
distreasing to an employer of labor 
then to turn away good men who 
desire to do good work that they may 
oarn their daily wage for themselves 
and their families, but until we all 
wake up to the fact that unless the 
eniployer is prosperous, the employee 
ie failing in prosperity, we will have 
no improvement. 

in the fruit business I have been 
told that the greatest avenues of dis- 
tribution are the peddiér’s wagon and 
the small stores in the side streets. It 
is not the fruit that is sold on the 
great avenues of our great cities which 
make a fruit season prosperous. It 
is the distribution of fruit among 
the tens of thousands in the side 
streets of our cities and directly from 
the peddlers’ wagons. In other words, 
the success or failure: of a fruit sea- 
son depend on the ability of the count- 
lass thousands to buy the fruit. This 
brings the question of unemployment 
directly heme to the great interests 
you represent. 

Nineteen hundred and fourteen has 
been a year of low fruit prices: 1915 
is likely te be a year also of low 
prices,-and until we can renew the 
initiative with which we began to 
work out the destinies of this great 
country, neither we nor the railroads 
nor the people at large will have the 
prosperity we all desire.

CORDWOOD STICK. 


DEADLY ATTACK MADE 
DRIVER OF MILK WAGON, 


Member of St. Louis Milk Wagon 
Drivers’ Union Who Preferred to 
Work When Strike was Declared 
was Killed by a Slugger Appointed 
to the Deed by the Union. 


[St. Louls Municipal News:] Her- 
man Willy, a helper on one of the 
delivery wagons of the Jersey Farm 
Dairy Company, was waylaid a few 
mornings ago while he was delivering 
milk and his skull was crushed in by 
a murderer who used a stick of cord- 
wood. Willy’s offense wae that he pre- 
ferred to work rather than participate 
in a strike which he believed unjust. 
It is said that he cannot live. He is 
ene more vi tim of crimina] unionism. 
A few days after the assault upon 
Willy two members of Milk Wagon 
Drivers’ Union, Local No. 608, were 
arrested and signed a confession that 
Willy was astaulted by a man known 
to them only as “Jack,”’ who t6lé them 
that he was appointed to slug any non- 
union driver for the dairy that the 
Milk Drivers’ Union might select. 
They declared that “Jack” told them 
he was working under tnatructions of 
the Teamsters’ Union and he asked 
them where would be a good place to 
waylay an employee of the dairy com- 
pany. They cited him te the bakery 
of Frank Simon at No. 143 Sidney 
street as one of such places. The men 
who made the confession are George 
Hunck, 28 years old, No. 319a Cher- 
okee street, and Fred Wansong, No. 
1327 Allen avenue, both members of 
the Drivers’ Union. Wansong said he 
and Hunck were doing picket duty at 
2:30 a.m., when “Jack” came to them 
and said he had been assigned by an- 
other local to join the strikers and 
beat up someon? s0 as to intimidate 
the non-anion drivere. “Jack” told 
them he didn’t care who he slugged. 
“Jack” urged Hunck to lead him to 
a good place to commit the deed. 
Hunck and Wansong told the police 
they were so frightened by the fero- 
cilousness and wantonness of the man 
that they led him to the Sidney-street 


the consent of Simon to let the two 
await the driver or his helper, who 
called at 4 a.m. with the milk. Wan- 
song's confession continued: 

We waited in a hallway for about 
an hour. Then I got hungry and went 
into the bakery and bought two pies. 
1 gave one to “Jack” and after he ate 
it he said: “I feel a@ little stouter 
now.” Then he went to the baker's 
wood pile and returned with two big 
sticks of cordwood. 

“What in the name of God do you 
intend to do? You're not going to kill 
the poor fellow?” I gaid. ° 
“Jack” answered: 
we do or not.” 

We then heard the milk wagon com- 


ing.

of wood and ran. About five minutes 
later 1 saw “Jack” running toward 
Brosdway. We did not speak and 1 
did not eee him again. Wansong re- 
turned to picket duty. Capt. Pickel 
pronounced the slugging of Willy the 
most brutal that ever happened in St. 
Louis. Warrants were issued against 
Hunck and Wansong charging them 
with being accessories to an assauit 
to kill The baker, Simon, and a 
helper, who confessed to allowing 
“Jack” to hide in a hallway of the 
bakery to waylay Willy, are held as 
witnesses. 

The trouble at the Jersey Farm 
Dairy plant, according to the officials 
of the company, was caused by the 
company’a refusal to reinstate several 
drivers who were short in their ac- 
counts. Other drivers quit the union 
and stuck to their jobs when a strike 
was called.

SECRETARY OF LABOR WILSON, 


His Reports of the Work of His 
Department Show Him to Be a 
Fanatical Partisan of Labor Unions. 
[The Review:] Secretary of Labor 
Willson, in his conduct and his utter- 
ances since he took office, has shown 
himself to be a fanatical partisan of 
the lobar union. He is ag thorough- 
going a representative of special priv- 
ilege as ever stepped into public life. 
His recent report on the Michiga 
copper strike shows his union bias; 
he stands forth as the defender and 
champion of the bloody and lawless 
Federation of Miners, and assumes 
and argues that the mine owners 
should have dealt with this anarchis- 
tic organization.

Standard to Seck Coveted 
Petroleum Product. 


Quict Prevails in the Fields 
About Coalinga.

COALINGA, Feb. 20.—Belleving 
that paraffin oil may be found a little 
deeper, the Standard Oil Company 
will continue its Domengine well, No. 
2, at Coalinga, cemented at 3030 feet, 
several hundred feet further. To pre- 
vent the hole pinching out, a rotary 
will replace the standard tools. Para- 
ffin oil was found in one well drilled 
by the. Standard on the north of 
section 28, 19-15. |

WILD GROW MORE WHEAT. 


Canada Secs an Increased Demand 
and will Put in an Increased Acre- 
age the Coming Season. 
[Buffalo Express:}] In response to 
a request frem the home government 
to take steps to relieve the “food short- 
age that is expected in Europe as a 
result of the war, the Canadian gov- 
ernment has started a movement for 
the doubling of wheat acreage next 
year. Thé Dominion Minister of Ag- 
riculture has discussed the matter 
with agricultural experts, and a cam- 
paign of education has been mapped 
out. Through agricultural papers and 
| lectures, farmers will be urged, as a 
matter of good business as well as of 
patriotism, to seed every available 
acre to wheat. 
Canada, with practically every other 
wheat country in the world, except 
the United States, had a short crop 
this season. The indicated loss for 
the world, as compared with last year, 
is 406,000,000 bushels, a large part of 
which must be made up by the United 
States. In 1913 Canada harvested 
209,000,000 bushels of wheat, but this 
season the harvest is figured at 135,- 
000,000 bushels, indicating a shortage 
of 74,000,000 bushels. There is no 
guarantee, of course, that if the acre- 
age is greatly increased, Canada will 
harvest a correspondingly larger crop 
of wheat, for the weather may be bad 
or pests may cause destruction, but 
the chances are largely in favor of a 
record-breaking crop. 
The plan proposed by the Dominion 
government is well worth trying. No 
farmer need fear that he will not be 
paid handsomely for his work. Wheat 
will not be cheap during the war or 
for a long time after peace is de- 
clared. The countries which are now 
overrun with, troops will not return 
easily or quickly to agricultural pro- 
duction on a large scale, and there 
will be a great demand for grain from 
the outside producers. 


How Grog Was Named, | 
[London Chronicle:] Admiral Ver- 
non, commonly known as “Old Grog” 
from his habit of walking the quarter- 
deck in a grogram cloak, was the first 
British commander to have rum and 
water regularly served out to his men: 
and the tars showed their gratitude 
by bestowing his nickname on the 
beverage supplied to them. Vernon 
led the expedition dispatched in 1739 
to break up the power of Spain in 
the Caribbean and the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. He attacked Porto Bello and 
after a furious engagement captured 
the. town, with its vast store of 
treasure. A large proportion of the 
men sharing the Porto Bello prize 
money were American born, so the 
victory made Vernon as popular in 
the American colonies as in England, 
and caused the estate on the Potomac, 
afterward owned by Washington, to be 
named Mt. Vernon in his honor. The 
fact that “Old Grog” subsequently 
quarreled with the Admiralty and was 
dismissed from the navy rather 
heigthened his popularity with the 
Colonials. 


Print Bank Notes on Silk. 
[Boston Transcript:] Bank notes 
made of silk of a particular shade 
that will baffle the bank-note forger 
are now possible. As is known, most 
of the expert bank-note forgers use 
photography to obtain the best re- 
sults: but a recent invention makes it 
possible to manufacture silk of a par- 
ticular shade that cannot possibly be 
photographed. Discovered by a wom- 
an, this invention is a new process 
for waterproofing fabrics without rub- 
ber and dyeing them in the same op- 
eration. Jdinen, cotton or other ma- 
terials to be treated by this process 
are placed white into one end of 
the machine and brought out at the 
other end a few minutes later col- 
ored, waterproofed and dry. Fabrics 
so produced, the inventor maintains, 
can be used in hundreds of trades, 
from aeroplane building to bank-note 
making.

The apple situation is one that is 
of Los Angeles dealers and at the same 
time, this situation is one of the main 
reasons for the continued low prices 
of potatoes, a statement which may 
sound rather far-fetched, but which 
was attested to yesterday by several 
of the principal commission mer- 
chants. It was possible to buy Belle- 
fleur apples yesterday morning as low 
as 35 cents a box, a price that has 
never before been equaled in Los Ange- 
les. These are not the only apples 
that are way off in quotations. ear- 
mains and pippins sold as low as 50 
cents on the small sizes. These prices 
are the result of an almost frantic 
scramble to get rid of the stock at a 
price which will at least pay costs of 
storage and shipment. The Bellefieurs 
are not standing up very well in cold 
storage this year for some unknown 
reason and the resultant situation has 
caused general demoralization of the 
market. 

How this affects the potato situation 
was explained by one dealer who de- 
clared that people are eating apples 
in preference to spuds and that any 
high price on potatoes would force 
greater consumption of the fruit. 
spud market through the week has 
grown weaker, if anything, and there 
has been no let up of receipts from 
Idaho. Receipts of potatoes yesterday 
were 7476 sacks. 

On top of this demoralization comes 
a similar condition in onions. It was 
possible yesterday morning to buy 
yellow Danvers and Australitan browns 
as low as $1 per hundred for very fair 
stock. eee of the past two weeks 
have been light. but the onions that 
have been In storage have started to 
sprout and must be disposed of as fast 
as possible or become an entire loss. 
The result has also been a scramble 
to unload. 

There were no changes in the egg or 
butter market here. Receipts of the 
former product were 694 cases and of 
the latter 39,555 pounds. There was no 
market in the north nor wll there be 
one on Monday, when Los Angeles 
commission merchants will also close. 
Receipts of cheese were 3937 pounds, 
Sweet potato arrivals were 139 sacks 
and apple receipts were $254 sacks.

“The vacuum system of gasoline 
feed is employed so that it is a simple 
matter to refill the gasoline tank from 
time to time. The oll consumption 
is averaging 500 miles to the quart. 
But one pint of water is poured in 
the radiator after each 850 miles of 
travel. The gasoline consumption is 
averaging twenty-two miles to the 
gallon. 
“A unique method of illustrating 
the performance of the Haynes light 
six under test has been adopted. The 
mileage indicated by the speedome- 
ter is marked off on a large map of 
the United States so as to give a 
graphic representation of what dis- 
tance would have been covered had 
the car been actually traveling on the 
road. A miniature automobile | is 
mounted on the map and moves from 
city to city as the motor runs off the 
mileage. A heavy black track is left 
behind. So far, the miniature auto- 
mobile has made one complete cir- 
cult around the coast and border line 
of the United States and has com- 
pleted a trip across the continent to 
the Pacific Coast and back.”

I say without 
fear of successful contradiction that 
America can, th its enorméus fa- 
outlets, produce 
cars of given size and horse wer 
at one-half the figure it wou cost 
to produce the same quality and ca- 
pacity abroad, even if their organiza- 
tions should be intact at the close of 
the war, which will not be the case. 

“There will have been rio develop- 
ment work abroad during the war. 
The great advantage which the Eu- 
ropeans have had in past has been 
in the progress which has been made 
in the emalier works of design and 
construction, especially that part of 
the design which is influenced or de- 
veloped by racing. While there will 
be no racing in Euro ve during the 
war, the sport will be a.gmented over 
here. Already an Amevican-built car 
has all speed hut one in the 
world, and hy the time another sea- 
son has 1 am eure that one 
will have been capture! by this side. 
While large manufacturers do not be- 
lieve greatiy in the value of racing. 
there is a certain element which are 
inclined to judge the standards of a 
car or the product of a country by 
the showing made upon the track, 
and the loss of this prestige by Eu- 
rope and its acquisition by America 
will certainly result in dispelling from 
the minds of many. the idea that 
manufacturers are not 
capable of selecting materials and 
producing cars of design that are able 
to compete In the world’s speed arena 
for supremacy.”

Roads to San Diego by Way of the 
Coast Should be Open All the Year 
Round When Completed—Rains 
_ ©ut up Roads to Bakersficld—Sun- 
shine will Put Them in Shape. 


The coast route to San Diego is 
still practically impassable, but the 
inland route is fair and open to trav- 
el, according to Manager Jack Diel- 
man of the Weinstock Nichols Com- 
pany, who returned from San Diego 
yesterday afternoon. 

The best route to follow from Los 
Angeles is by way of the valley 
boulevard to Ontario, thence to Co-— 
rona and Elsinore, as work on the 
road between Riverside and Elsinore 
makes it practically impassable. 

* The coast road is rapidly being 
completed and next season will be 
open the year around, despite rains. 
At present the detours around con- 
struction work on the State highway 
between Irvine and Gallivan and be- 
tween San Juan and Las Flores are 
impassable, and biock the entire 
route. The State highway is complet- 
ed between Las Flores and Torrey 
Pine grade and soon will be finished 
all the way Into San Diego. The 
stretch between Las Flores and San 
Juan Capistrano is progressing slow- 
ly, as is that between Irvine and Gal- 
livan.

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Hint for Embroiderers 


NCE tn a while beginners on 
O embroidery are apt to be dis- 

cotraged because their em- 
broidered material becomes drawn 
and puckered in working. They will 
be glad to know of a means whereby 
thie material can be straightened out. 
Wring a thick cloth out of clear; 
cold water and nail it to a board 
Stretch the embroidered material 
upon this and pin ite edges to the 
wet cloth, being sure that it is 
stretched perfectly sfraight. Let it 


stand overnight, or until it ts quite 
dry. If it is not smooth when you 
take it off. repeat the process, again 
wetting the cloth. 

Another way to straighten’ the 
puckered material is to place it over 
flannel, face down, dampen the back 
and iron or press the wrong way.

F COURSE it was no business of

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MUSICAL Revue, or any kind of a 
Revue, in fact, that is done on the 
stage is just about what the word 
implies. It is really a presentation 
in caricature of the events of the 
year that have excited the greatest 


_ popular interest and the people who have been con- 


spieuous in such events. . 

The Revue in this country must concern itself 
only with things that are available for humorous 
exploitation. Anything that excites humorous com- 
ment in the papers for a prolonged period is good 
material. Every American editor is a humorist. He 
loves both to indulge and to exploit his humor, 
Such a thing as the Bryan grape juice episode has 
afforded him no end of opportunity for the pushing 
of his ironie pen. Colonel Roosevelt with big stick 
and his penehant for putting everybody that doesn’t 
agree with him into the Ananias class is a perennial 
delight to the paragrapher. The idea of lying or 


. being caught lying seems always to excite mirth. 


Roosevelt is a wonderful personality no matter 
which way you take him — one. to conjure with. 
But even so, we couldn’t handle him as the Freneh 
would do. The case of the doughty Colonel seeking 
before a jury in the Northwest to save his reputation 
from the stigma of unbridled inebriety would not 
have been available for Revue purposes here, and any 


manager who had ventured to caricature the at- 


tempted assassination of the former president would 
have been thought insane: But they’d have at- 
tempted it in France, and got away with it. 

It is too bad that some of the great events of the 
year happen so early that by the time the Revue is 
put on they are forgotten. The publie will not stand 
for historie things. Everything must be alive, per- 
ennially, intimately uppermost in the publie mind. 
That’s the trouble. In America something oceurs, 
makes a sensation, is discussed by the whole country, 
and in a day is forgotten. 


fa IS difficult to judge as to just what popular 
questions are good for Revue purposes. The pro- 
ducer must take a chance. I try to make up my 
mind by discussing different subjects with different 
persons. But even this is far from being a sure-fire 
test. The things that interest the Great White Way 
man might bore our cousins from Chieago or Boston 
and it is this outside contingent that the New York © 
theater depends upon largely for support. One 
thing that always pleases both the New Yorker and 
the man from outside is seeing the inconveniences 
that both suffer in the great city burlesqued on the 
stage. A erowded subway train or a Brooklyn 
Bridge rush hour scene would no doubt delight an 
audience of universal tastes. But these would de- 
pend for their suecess upon the most violent action 
and uproar. Beyond the scenes themselves there 
would be no chance for comedy. I have found it 
almost impossible to reproduce the thing at all true 
to life. 

The reconstruction of the New York Central ter- 
minus afforded me a good chance for a Revue fea- 
ture. Almost everybody had gone through the 


exasperating experience of taking a train there,— 


that is, taking it if he were lucky enough to find it. 
I never had such a maddening time in my life as I 
had in that myriad of passageways and confusion 
of signs. It was up and down steps, always in an 
endless procession, through interminable passage- 
ways back and forth and aeross. I took that ex- 
perience and worked it into a comedy seene and it 
made a hit — the biggest comedy hit I ever had in

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a Revue. The scene showed that great exeavation at 
the depot with rocky walls and steam drillers in the 
distanee. There was a great girder stretching across 
the big hole and I had Bert Williams up on top of this 
girder as a pilot to take people to their trains. The 


first question was, “What train do you want to eateh?” 


“So and so,” said the victim. 

Then the apparently aimless peregrinations would 
begin. After taking the passenger, who by the way 
was lugging a huge bag, up and down and over and 
under, the porter would turn suddenly and say, “We 
are going the wrong way.” 

As I snegested, this feature made a hit because 
so many persons had either had the experience of the 
“vietim” at this particular depot or had had a similar 
experience elsewhere. 

This year | have a sky-seraper scene with workmen 
a half mile up in the air. George Hobart, who wrote 
the plot for the Revue, declared this would be as 
funny as the Grand Central scene. I said, “Yes, I 
am getting a funny seene, but it will never be so funny 
as the Grand Central, beeause people have only seen 
sky-serapers — they haven't been on top of them.” 


HERE is one sure-fire element in the Revue propo- 
sition: the publie is always interested in beautiful 

women, exquisitely gowned, good music, and up-to- 
date comedy. This is easy to say but it is not so 
easy to get. Beautiful women, yes — these we have 
always with us! But good musie and up-to-date eom- 
edy of a high quality —ah, there’s the rub! | 

Beauty, comedy, and music, while sufficient for 
comic opera, are not enough for a Revue. The musical 
comedy usually has but two scenes: the Revue has 
generally eight big full stage scenes and eight or ten 
drop seenes.“in one.” By “in one” I mean the first 
space or groove back from the footlights. The full 
stage scenes are generally enormously expensive and 
so are very hazardous from a speculative point of 
view. With each of these seenes goes a full equipment 
of costumes which adds another terrifying item of 
expense. And there is no way of determining just 
what the scene will be like. I have never yet seen 
anyone who ean vizualize a great spectacular effect. 
This may be done with seenes in the legitimate drama, 
but we can do nothing but “eut and try.” We put 
the thing on and if it doesn’t come up to our ideas, 
throw it away. | 

The manager must depend wholly upon his own 
judgment unless he have some honest “grouch” to 
criticize his work. But the “grouch” is quite as apt 
to damn a good thing as some sycophant would be 
to praise a bad thing. 


REMEMBER distinetly four or five times last year 

eve: vbody at rehearsal said, “You have certainly 
got a soug there.” But they just wanted to tickle my 
vanity. The songs they praised so enthusiastically 
were the failures. 


Two years ago Julien Mitchell came to me and said, | 


very sincerely, “You ought to call this a Song Revue. 
The songs you have in it are really wonderful.” So 
we changed all the lithographs and did call it a Song 
Revue. And with the exception of three songs that 
Bert Williams sang and “put over” by the force of 
his personality rather than through any intrinsic 
merit in the songs themselves, there was not a single 
hit in the show! It certainly is curious, but it’s a 
fact that the songs that everybody raves over at 
rehearsals — even when they’re sincere, as they are 
at times,—seareely get a hand on the first might. 
This may be another evidence of the old superstition 
that a play that is praised at rehearsal is generally 
damned by the public.
